It's Done with Mirrors 


Dear Editor: 

| used the method described in your Salon 
Issue (December, 1948) to synchronize a 
flashgun with my camera. I found it very 
successful with one major change. I have 
a Rolleicord and | could not get sharp focus 
on the bulb as the cable release extending 


from flashgun to shutter was not long 
enough. 
Also, it made a difference in the timing 


when the gun was not attached to the camera 
in normal position. So I fastened the attach- 
ment to the camera and stood in front of a 
mirror to get the bulb in sharp focus and 
then flashed the picture. It worked perfect- 


ly this way, and only two bulbs were re- 
quired to adjust the gun and get a sharp 
negative showing a completely black bulb. 


Synchronization has been perfect since. .

In spite 
of Mr. Morgan’s statement that there is no 
flicker, I find there is some, caused by scan- 
ning of the pictures at 30 times per second 
even while shooting at 16 frames per second. 
I found that I had to use an aperture of 
f/1.9 to get good exposure. . .The contrast 
and brightness control really depends upon 
the set you have. ae 
In conclusion, | would say that television 
movies made in this way can be considered 
only satisfactory, but at least it is some- 
thing new with which to experiment.

@ This guess comes very close to the truth. 
Mr. Neugass reports that the 35-mm nega- 
tive contains some slight longitudinal 
scratches. He tried making an _ evenly- 
printed enlargement and was able to keep 
the scratches from showing—but the end 
result was not as effective as the picture 
in which the scratches appeared. “I dis- 
covered that this technical fault added some- 
thing to the effect of the picture, and that’s 
why I sent in the streaked print,” he says. 
We agree.—Ep. 


Left-handed Violin 


Dear Sir: 

I suppose that by now several people have 
called to yvour attention the rather unusual 
violin in the illustration Symphony by Or- 
ville Logan Snider on page 118 of the March 
issue of POPULAR PHOTOGRAPHY. 

Since you state that the photographer’s 
father built the violin, it is just possible 
that he built a left-handed one. But if it 
is an ordinary violin, someone, somewhere, 
appears to have reversed the transparency. 
; Don't let it worry you—I had to look 
at it twice before I happened to spot it, and 
I have played the violin (a little!) for 
years.

Dear Sir: 

A friend of mine in Jersey City had al- 
ready called my attention to the apparent 
left-handed violin. As a matter of fact, this 
is a conventional instrument and the trans- 
parency is reversed—but don’t blame your 
engraver. For several years, without think- 
ing, | loaded my holders without bothering 
to see if the notches were in the lower left 
corner, since I could tell by the feel of the 
film which was the emulsion side. Later I 
found that engravers use this notch as a 
guide to tell which is the front of the film, 
and that it throws them off when the film 
has been loaded the other way. I can say 
that I am more careful now. ... have any of 
the readers called attention to the dust un- 
der the finger board? I note that I did not 
clean it well, and that the dust shows. Your 
engraving was so good that it shows every- 
thing. ... You sure have some “eagle-eyed” 
readers !

@ No matter how the film was loaded in the 
holder, as long as the emulsion was toward 
the lens of the camera, the notches should 
have provided a clue to establish right and 
left correctly. The only way they could be 
made to lie would be by loading the film 
with back to lens—and then the picture 
would be a failure. As it happened, how- 
ever, the transparency was submitted in a 
transparent envelope that was bound with 
opaque tape which hid the notches quite 
completely. It remained in the envelope 
throughout the judging, while artists and 
editors became accustomed to looking at it 
just as it finally was printed. When the page 
layout went to the color engraver, it showed 
the violin sketched in this same way—so he 
used the layout as a guide to left and right 
without checking the notches when the 
transparency finally was removed from its 
envelope. So that’s the story behind the 
left-handed violin. Forward or backward, 
it's an excellent color picture and Mr. Snider 
is to be congratulated on winning his prize.

men. Carroll’s own description of their 
exploits can send the shudders down the 
spine of any shutter-snapper. He says: 
“Perhaps the thing that stood out most 
was that little item ‘temperature.’ Forty 
below zero may not sound like much, but 
it’s cold enough to freeze the mercury 
in thermometers. Try pulling a slide 
when it gets that cold... . When flying 
over the ice cap, the shutters of our cam- 
eras would actually freeze, the oil con- 
gealing so much that even running at a 
500th, the back curtain would just slowly 
come down past the film. Larry and I were

tied down at the open cargo door of a 
C-47 (remember the temperature), lean- 
ing slightly out to get a good shot of the 
wrecked plane and marooned fliers. A 
corporal stood nearby, and after each 
pass over the wreckage and one shot, he 
would take our cameras up to the heated 
cabin to thaw them out. When he rushed 
them back, wrapped in blankets, we'd 
have time for one more exposure before 
they’d freeze up and we would have to go 
through the whole procedure again. Light 
was another problem. During the winter 
months in Greenland, there is only about 
four hours of sunlight, and at that it is 
very low and yellow. Flying over the 
cap in mid-afternoon gives you the feel- 
ing that you are flying at twilight. The 
ice and snow on the cap gave off far less 
reflection than you would imagine, due to 
the low angle of light. Extremely long 
shadows resulted, but they were not real 
black shadows, more on a dark gray 
shade. Bluie West One, the base from 
which we operated, is just a runway, 
carved out of the crevasse area which 
surrounds Greenland, and located at the 
mouth of a fjord. Every morning we had 
to be on the line at 6 a.m. and wait for a 
break in weather for another trip over 
the scene of the crash. One morning it 
was impossible to leave our shack as the 
wind was recorded at 110 miles an hour 
and large pieces of rock were flying 
through the air. We were on the assign-

Mr. Lester’s 
first demonstration of the Pilot-Flash 
Lighting Unit took place at a recent 
meeting of the Circle of Confusion—an 
aggregation of young “old-timers” who as 
employees, friends, and customers of the 
E. Leitz and Carl Zeiss companies helped 
generate the first miniature camera boom 
in the early 1930’s. The unit should be 
commercially available in the near fu- 
ture. Its list price was not as yet deter- 
mined at publication time. 


“Ansconian."” We have always found a 
wealth of product and process informa- 
tion in the bi-monthly issues of Ansco’s 
trade bulletin, Ansconian. The first 1949 
issue of this publication (dated “Janu- 
ary-February”) was specially rewarding, 
for it featured new type and format and 
more pages in addition to much usable 
information. Among the highlights were 
two methods for salvaging Ansco Color 
Film accidentally processed in black-and- 
white photofinishing solutions, The sim- 
pler method involves bleaching in a very 
strong Farmer’s Reducer (Ansco formula 
No. 310) followed by a 30-minute wash 
in running water. This removes most 
of the yellow filter layer and anti-hala- 
tion backing, both of which remain un- 
affected by the black-and-white proce- 
dures. The light brown stain that remains 
can be printed through, producing a 
black-and-white print of good quality— 
unless the negative is particularly thin. 
The second method which applies to thin 
negatives involves hardening in formal- 
dehyde solution followed by a perman- 
ganate bleach, bisulfite clearing bath, re- 
development, and finally, treatment in 
modified Farmer’s Reducer (Ansco No. 
310). 


Capacitor Flashgun Announced. The first 
commercially available synchronizer em- 
bodying the new capacitor (condenser) 
circuit designed by Marsal and Fritz of 
the National Carbon Company is the 


Jen-Flash Type II. Power source is a com- 


pact 22'5-volt Mini-max battery (origi- 
nally designed for hearing-aid use) which 
charges a 100-microfarad condenser an in- 
stant after the lamp is inserted in the 
lamp socket. When the flashgun is fired, 
the condenser is discharged through the 
lamp, igniting the lamp. Advantages of 
the novel circuit are: compactness; abil- 
ity to fire as many as 4 lamps in series 
on 100 feet of extension wiring without 
boosters; sure firing regardless of atmos- 
pheric temperature or partial battery ex- 
haustion, and extremely long useful bat- 
tery life (up to a year with constant use 
and often as long as 24 months) 

The Jen-Flash II comes in models de- 
signed for use with Leica and Kardon 
cameras and, before long, a model suita- 
ble for use with all synchro-shutter press

cameras is promised. The price is $47.82. 
The battery case is identical in size to the 
one employed in the original Jen-Flash 
(Type I) which had 3 penlite cells as a 
power source. A full description of the 
basic capacitor circuit can be found in 
the November, 1947, issue of PSA Jour- 
nal beginning on page 747. 


"Living" Newsreel. In late 1946, the East- 
man Kodak Company demonstrated a 
compact, photographic unit that exposed, 
developed, and projected a photographic 
subject in the space of 15 seconds. This 
spectacular demonstration was made pos- 
sible by the use of hot, concentrated proc- 
essing solutions, which were applied to 
the film surface in a fine pressurized 
spray and then quickly removed. Al- 
though no practical need for so rapid a 
process was immediately apparent at the 
time, the technique seems to play an im- 
portant part in the theater television sys- 
tem now being used by Paramount Pic- 
tures. It served in the recent past to 
bring the Truman inaugural to the 
screen of the New York Paramount 
Theater minutes after the actual sequence 
of events in Washington, D. C. 

According to a recent report of the 
Theater Television Committee of the So- 
ciety of Motion Picture Engineers (SMPE 
Journal, March, 1949), Paramount’s sys- 
tem works in the following way: 

Program material is photographed by 
mobile cameras and relayed to the theater 
by microwave radio-relay equipment. A 
special camera at the receiving theater 
copies the transmitted image as it ap- 
pears on a 10-inch cathode-ray tube (with 
an aluminum-backed flat-face screen) 
and also records the accompanying sound. 
The 10-inch screen’s electrical polarity is 
reversed so that the received image is a 
negative and the resulting photographic 
image a positive suitable for immediate 
projection. Exposed film passes from the 
camera to the high-speed processing unit 
by way of a light-tube chute. A max- 
imum of 66 seconds is required to de- 
velop, fix, wash, and dry the exposed film 
which may either be wound on reels or 
fed directly into the theater’s projectors. 
The hot-water supply of the processing 
unit must have a minimum temperature 
of 140 F so that automatic mixing pro- 
vides a resultant operating temperature 
of approximately 125 F.

| Ozachrome is not a new color material 








like Kodachrome, Ansco Color Film, or 
Printon. It is a quick, “rough” color 
process by which offset and rotogravure 
plate makers observe and correct the 
color balance of separation positives from 
which printing plates are made. The 
proof “print” indicates whether or not 
the final result on the printed page will 
be a reasonably good reproduction of the 
original copy, and also whether and 
where the separation positives will have 
to be retouched, opaqued, stained, or dot- 
etched to overcome inherent shortcom- 
ings of the printing process. Although 
the Ozachrome “proof” is merely an ap- 
proximate match color-wise of the end- 
result produced by standard printing 
inks, the experienced graphic arts worker 
learns to relate the two with consider- 
able accuracy. Each Ozachrome “print” 
consists of four transparent dyed-plastic 
sheets laid one on top of the other in 
register, corresponding to the yellow, 
blue, red, and black components of the 
image being printed. Since the trans- 
parent Ozachrome sheets are exposed and 
processed like the more familiar opaque 
diazotype material, Ozalid (development 
takes a matter of seconds, with ammonia 
fumes), the process is extremely rapid. 


Odds & Ends. Flash powder is still “in 
the picture.” A note from I. C. Newman, 
Inc., New York City 16, lists 2-ounce bot- 
tles in slow, normal, and extra fast flash- 
ing grades at $1.65 each with suitable 
powder flashguns from $4 to $8.

TALKS ABOUT 








HIS CAMERA — 


By LEO SALKIN 
As told to JUNE BARTH 


Leo Salkin makes excellent pho- 
tographs (see following pages) 
but is a cartoonist by profession. 
His photo cartoon above, which 
appeared in PopuLAR PHOTOGRA- 
PHY, Oct. 1944, he calls his best. 





Photography taught this creative artist the secrets 
of cartooning that brought him success in his field 





HERE is a world of difference between 

a factual photograph with all its detail 

and a humorous sketch that has been 
created with just a few strokes of the pen. 
Yet it was through a comprehensive study of 
photography and learning how to use a cam- 
era that I was able to find a more original 
approach to cartooning. 

What can I as a cartoonist tell you as a pho- 
tographer about the camera? Well, the whole 
thing is a matter of perspective. Seeing some 
familiar thing from a new and strange view- 


point often reveals angles of which we never 
were aware. A person working in any par- 
ticular art form can learn a great deal about 
his own field by studying any one of the other 
fields of creative endeavor. That is why paint- 
ers or writers will delve into the complex 
form and structure of music in order to gain 
a fresh insight into their own work. 

So far as my own field is concerned, I be- 
lieve that photography should enter the life 
of every embryonic cartoonist shortly after 
he finishes art school. His training will have 
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An air of delicacy and grace is achieved by Cartoonist-photographer Salkin with this 
semi-nude. Picture experiments like this augmented his eaaiins of light and shade, 
showed him how cross-lighting creates contrast, and convinced him that the camera's value 
for authenticity, and for capturing a moment out of time and space, is unsurpassed. 


given him a working knowledge of light 
and shade, the basic fundamentals of fig- 
ure drawing and an understanding of 
perspective. He has learned to make ac- 
curate replicas of anything that’s set up 
in front of him. But he hasn’t learned to 
draw creatively. 

A camera is the one thing that can jar 
a budding cartoonist out of the idea that 
all he has to do to make a funny drawing 
is to exaggerate certain aspects of a 
“straight” illustration. In a fraction of a 
second, a camera can imitate a real scene 
with perfect fidelity. No other medium 
can do as much. 

It is at this point in his photographic 
orientation that the cartoonist learns, not 
without some disillusionment, that with 
all his years of preparation he has learned 
only a language. He is like the writer 
with an ample vocabulary, a sound 
knowledge of grammar and syntax and a 
thorough understanding of sentence 
structure. 

He still needs something to say. 
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This is where the borderline between 
artists and technicians is to be found. 
The finest art school in the country can- 
not make an artist—at least, not in the 
same way that other institutions turn out 
radio operators, welders, or chemists. 
And in cartooning, this responsibility— 
that must be borne by the individual— 
may be seen even more clearly. Any 
painting, no matter how beautifully it is 
rendered, can be appreciated only by a 
certain percentage of those who see it, 
whereas a cartoon has a definite point to 
make to all. You laugh or you fail to 
laugh. It connects instantly, or it falls 
flat. 

Once the cartoonist adjusts himself to 
this need to be creative rather than imi- 
tative he can learn a great deal and get a 
lot of fun out of doing experimental pho- 
tography. I began, in this way, with still 
lifes, working with the arrangement of 
forms in space. Then I played around 
with the various ways of creating an il- 
lusion of deep space on a two-dimen- 




















































sional plane. I worked with a modern 
dance group and shot innumerable phases 
of dance action in order to gain a greater 
insight into the mechanics of movement. 
I tried portraits, posed, and portraits, 
candid; photograms, montages, and col- 
lages. 

I was finding out what could be done 
with a camera and what could not be 
done. Its value for authenticity was un- 
surpassed. When I photographed a hu- 
man figure the proportions were right au- 
tomatically, the quality of texture superb. 
Glass looked like glass, wood like wood, 
flesh like flesh. It took years to learn to 
do these things in drawing, yet the cam- 
era captured them instantly. More and 
more I realized that my art training had 
equipped me to imitate a reality (which 
could be done with greater speed and ac- 
curacy with a camera,) whereas a truly 
creative cartoon heightened and symbol- 
ized real things in order to produce the 
desired humorous effect. 

I went on in photography, discovering 
what was indigenous to the camera and 
not possible in any other medium: the 
capacity to seize a moment out of space 
and time and freeze it; the miraculous 
rendering of continuous tone; the ability 
to gather the tiniest amounts of light and 
allow them to accumulate until a clear 
and brilliant image is produced. 

I found out how to control the relation- 
ship of size between an object and its 
background by the use of different focal 
length lenses. I achieved contrast in the 
scene by varying filters, exposure, devel- 


opment and the different grades of paper. 


Distortion, I learned, was quite possible 
in many ways. For instance, you had 
only to use a short focal length lens or to 
place the printing paper at an angle to 
the film plane in the enlarger. 

Along with the flexibility of the cam- 
era, I found out its limitations. Creative 
humor was one thing it was very difficult 
to achieve. In spite of the variations in 
photographing and printing that were 
possible, you were more or less confined 
to portraying reality. You could not 
project certain ideas with a camera as 
simply as you could with a few strokes 
of the pen. 

It was only then that I began to under- 
stand my own field. I saw a cartoon not 
as an imitation—but as something fresh 
and new. It was original. Fun. 

In the past I had believed that all car- 
toonists, at one time or another, had 
wanted to be straight ilhustrators, failed 
to make the grade and turned to cartoon- 
ing instead. Now I ceased to think of 
cartoons as drawings in which a gag or 
gimmick had been inserted to make them 
salable. As in photography, I had found 
it to be the intrinsic idea or thought be- 
hind the picture that took it out of the 
realm of visual reporting, gave it mean- 
ing. 

From then on cartooning became, for 
me, the wonderful flexible medium that 
I think all honest cartoonists believe it to 
be. Instead of drawing a man stiffly and 
accurately to look like a man, I found I 
could get much more humor in a sketch 
that merely symbolized a man. 

Even a child does this, making a very 
large, loosely drawn circle to represent 
the head, two dots for eyes, and a single 
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line for the mouth. The actual resem- 
blance, of course, is nil. But he has suc- 
cessfully created the effect. Primitives did 
it; modern tribes still do. Their art is 
both vivid and meaningful because they 
are neither inhibited nor circumscribed 
by existing standards regarding illustra- 
tive art. 

I do not believe that a photographer 
who lets a cliche-compositional device 
dictate the kind of picture he will shoot 
can ever get the spark of life into his 
work. It is a static approach to what is 
a very live medium. As Will Connell 
says, “—you’ve got to get the twitch of 
the bunny’s nose!” 

When I returned to cartooning after my 
experience with photography I saw how 
hopeless it would be to try to render a 
likeness with anything like the verisimili- 
tude afforded by the camera. To do the 
job accurately would take forever and in- 
stead of being a cartoonist I would, in- 
stead, have become a mere copyist. No 
human hand could ever duplicate the 
accuracy and the crystalline quality of 


Eye-deception is much easier in cartooning than in photography, 
Salkin found. But he achieved a jarring effect in this scene by 
making perspective belie reality—the result of the broken goblet's 
irregular lines and the illusion created by the hand and glass.

Salkin likes the camera's 
ability to render detail such as in the peeling paint shadows, 
but in a cartoon, would project the idea with a few pen strokes. 


the camera, for only the lens can genu- 
inely become an extension of one’s own 
vision. 

An artist—or cartoonist—works with 
all of nature as his dictionary. If he were 
sufficiently concerned about anatomy to 
duplicate honestly—camera-fashion—the 
human body, this then would become an 
end in itself. In working with photogra- 
phy I had learned the basic practical art 
lesson that a medium can take care of 
technical details ... but what are you 
going to say with the medium? 

After that it was easy to become less 
concerned with drawing and far more 
concerned with the ideas. I knew, by 
that time, how to isolate so that there 
would be nothing extraneous, no distract- 
ing detail material that did not in some 
way, add something to the idea. In art 
school, of necessity, the student learns to 
duplicate in terms of composition, light, 
and form. He is still not using the figure 
as a plastic means of expression. 

It is only through practical experience 
in photography that you learn to consider 
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the figure as one of the elements in the 
picture. A good example of this is‘in the 
picture of a dancer—a form in action in 
space. Instead of photographing with al- 
most layout-like exactness, I tried merely 
to give the impression of exuberance in 
movement. The human figure, thus, was 
only important insofar as it contributed 
to the total impression of the shot. 

To be very specific about cartooning as 
a medium, it is dependent, of course, 
upon the humorous feeling it conveys. 
Humor is possible in almost any situation 
providing it is heightened, accented, ex- 
aggerated. There is nothing funny about 
a man getting bawled out by his wife for 
leaving his socks on the floor; but if the 
wife’s stockings and panties are hanging 
in the bathroom and her bra and slip are 
draped over one end of the bed, if her 
girdle is hung to dry over the chair back 
and the man still is being chastised for 
not having put away his socks—then you 
have a cartoon! 

Now, carrying the analogy one step 
further, if a prop man were to set up a

room with all these objects in it and the 
man and woman took their proper places 
and assumed expressions appropriate to 
the theme, and if a photographer shot 
this scene, the result would not be par- 
ticularly humorous. Whereas a cartoon 
can objectivize, a photograph uses specific 
personalities so that much of the univer- 
salism of the humor is lost. 

A cartoonist can create the same humor 
by drawing the scene, however, through 
simplification and distortion—playing up 
certain things and partially or totally 
leaving out others. Thus, to symbolize a 
harassed husband you have the worried 
look, the lowered head and all other 
things that immediately evoke that image 
in the minds of millions of differing types 
of people. 

Here is the place where you truly ap- 
preciate the flexibility of drawing that 
makes it so easy to develop these ideas 
or characterizations. And it is only 
through working with a camera that you 
get the psychological experience of 
watching a mechanical miracle take care 
of such irksome details for you, leaving 
you free to exploit your fund of creative 
potential. 

There is something of every art in ev- 
ery other art. And in no situation is this

more true than it is in the field of crea- 
tive drawing. Photography then helps 
bridge the gap between academic render- 
ing and creative execution. 

I hope that I have been able to show 
you how a searching interest in photog- 
raphy vastly improved my cartooning 
technique, and also that you will be in- 
spired to delve deeply into one or more 
of the other arts to the end that such a 
search will in itself enrich your life and 
strengthen your photo technique. 

I still rely on my camera as an object 
lesson in making flexible the medium of 
the cartoon. But the basic therapeutic 
value of working within the framework 
imposed by a mechanical contrivance and 
comparing it to the free, unfettered pen- 
cil stroke helped me as nothing else 
could. It proved to me that a cartoon 
need be no more confined than the mind 
of the person who draws it.

Editor’s note—When we asked Photog- 
rapher-cartoonist Salkin for autobio- 
graphical material about himself, he came 
up with the following, and we quote: 

“You can always start an autobio- 


graphical sketch by stating that you were 
born February 1, 1913, in Montreal, Can- 
ada. That you spent the next twenty 
years growing up. And then you really 
got bewildered. At first you wanted to 
be a cartoonist. Then you wanted to be 
a photographer. Then you decided that 
maybe writing is what you really wanted. 
And then it dawned on you that probably 
what you were really interested in was 
playing with ideas and that it didn’t mat- 
ter so much what medium you expressed 
them in, as long as you were having fun. 

“Of course having fun requires money 
—and that always complicates the issue. 

“I know that in writing autobiography 
I should be using ‘I’ instead of ‘you’ but 
using you is less inhibiting, so let’s con- 
tinue as before. 

“You worked for five and a half years 
as an animator on Oswald the Rabbit at 
Universal Studio, for another five years 
as a writer and gag man at the Walt Dis- 
ney Studio, also did time as story director 
at Columbia and M.G.M. cartoon studios. 

“You spent three years in the navy 
writing and directing and photographing 
training films, also writing for a navy 
newspaper and drawing a comic strip. 


“After that you worked as a free-lance 
cartoonist and advertising artist. Your 
cartoons appeared in most of the national 
magazines including SatEvePost, Col- 
lier’s, Liberty, This Week, New York 
Times Magazine, Esquire, PopuLaR PHO- 
TOGRAPHY, and others. You did fashion 
photography for awhile and dance pho- 
tography for fun. You worked with the 
Jerry Fairbanks studio as a writer of 
short subjects, commercial films, and also 
in the preparation of films for N. B. C. 
television. Also for the sake of television 
you allowed yourself to be tossed over 
the shoulder of a Lady Wrestler on the 
corner of Hollywood Boulevard and Vine 
Street.

cHILD PORTRAITS

almost every camera fan likes to photograph them. Pic- 
tures of youngsters are not restricted to those candid- 
type shots that catch them at work and at play. There is also 
a definite demand for the more formal portrait close-up, and 
such photographs should be a part of the child’s picture record. 

Actually, child portraits need not be “formal” or “posed” as 
are many portraits of adults, for the idea is to capture not only 
a good likeness, but also the child’s sparkling personality. 
While children are not the easiest subjects to photograph, a 
little patience, understanding, and picture-taking know-how 
will enable you to get appealing portraits of them. 

Babies are the easiest to photograph because they don’t un- 
derstand what is taking place and their activities are restricted. 
Grade school children are co-operative since they are old 
enough to follow directions and suggestions. It’s the two-to-

six-year-olds that will require your best efforts and the ones 
to whom this article applies for the most part. 

The main difficulty is that children just cannot sit still. This 
has plagued photographers ever since the first child portrait 
was attempted. Consequently, all of your first efforts should 
be directed toward making satisfactorily sharp pictures with- 
out subject movement. After you are able to do this about 60 
percent of the time—and that’s good—you will be free to con- 
centrate on such matters as expressions and lighting. 

Have you ever had the opportunity to watch a professional 
baby portrait photographer at work? He knows all the tricks 
for making successful pictures that cap- 
ture the sparkle of childhood, and you 
can use many of them, too. He operates 
in a precise, smooth manner. First he 
gets acquainted with his little subject, 
and then shows her the studio and equip- 
ment. After Mother straightens out curls 
and smooths stubborn ruffles, the child is 
helped up on the posing bench. If there 
is any hesitation, she can be let in on the 
secret that this picture is to be a big sur- 
prise for Daddy, and the task may then 
become easier. Incidentally, at this point 
it is usually suggested that Mother wait 
in the reception room during the picture- 
taking session so that the young subject 
will not be distracted by her presence. 

Now for the sitting. In order to gain 
the child’s attention, the photographer 
will get her interested in a toy. The first 
may be a rubber ball, and with one hand 
on the cable release he plays “catch” 
with the youngster, dropping the ball 
once in a while and going through exag- 
gerated antics to retrieve it. As the ex- 
pressions he is looking for automatically

appear, several exposures are made. Now the photographer 
switches to a big, cuddly doll and makes it do tricks that will 
delight his little friend. When he finally bounces it on his 
head, it is more than likely that the picture he is waiting for 
will appear before the camera. It’s all fun, too, because the 
cameraman likes children and enjoys taking their pictures. 
Like the professional, you, too, should win the friendship of 
the youngster you are going to photograph, and make the 
whole project a game that he will want to play. Keeping this 
basic rule in mind, let’s consider some of the other aspects in- 
volved in photographing the child.

to begin with, it’s a good idea to seat the young model on a 
small bench, backless chair, or even a cloth-covered box. This 
helps to confine him to a limited area that can be kept in the 
field of view and in sharp focus. The bench or box should be 
just high enough so the youngster’s feet will not touch the 
floor; thus he will be less likely to jump off the seat and run 
about the room just at the moment you are ready to shoot. 
Furthermore, it places him at a convenient working height for 
you and your camera. However, don’t be afraid to place the 
youngster on an ordinary chair and work for natural, full- 
figure poses if the subject will follow directions. Such pictures 
add variety to your work. 
After seating the child, move your camera back so you can 
take in at least a three-quarters view—from head to knees.

Good subjects and new adventures 
await you and your camera when 
night falls and the lights go on

AKING pictures at night is one of the most fascinating 
M adventures you can experience. When darkness falls, 
unpleasing details in ordinary daylight scenes are ob- 
literated. As building and street lights go on, these settings 
take on a completely new and glamorous aspect. 
No camera owner need shy away from taking pictures after 
dark, for any camera, some fast film, and a tripod are all you 
need to record the many fine subjects that are available. There

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are city streets with their rows of lighting standards, colorful 
signs, and illuminated skyscrapers. Your own neighborhood 
offers the opportunity to shoot familiar scenes that have been 
dramatized by the coming of night—the street on which you 
live, your home, the nearby park. Industrial plants, illuminated 
fountains, amusement parks, and fireworks are but a few of 
the many other subjects which are ideal for night photography. 
Opportunities are not limited to scenes with many lights, by 
any means. A single street lamp, or even the headlights of 
an automobile, will serve as your source of illumination. 

Don’t let rain or fog spoil your evening’s fun, for some of the 
most attractive pictures can be found when it’s wet or misty 
outdoors. Wet streets glisten and reflections add to the en- 
chanting pattern of lights, while fog will introduce mood and 
mystery if the scene is right. 


Equipment 


To repeat, any camera you happen to own can be used for 
taking pictures at night—even the simple box camera if you 
improvise a means for attaching it to a firm support. Some 
photographers prefer to use cameras that are equipped with a 
groundglass so they can compose their pictures and check the 
lighting before making the exposure. Others like to work with 
a direct viewfinder and focus with the aid of a rangefinder. 
Still others will swear by the single or twin-lens reflex. Each 
camera has its advantages and disadvantages, but if you are 
used to working with some particular type, you should con- 
tinue to do so—at least, when you first start shooting night 
pictures. After all, for best results, you must be thoroughly 
familiar with your equipment. 

Owning a sturdy tripod is a “must” for anyone who takes 
pictures after dark. Since exposures are going to be long, it is 
necessary to have the camera on a rigid base, and a well-con- 
structed tripod will pay dividends in the form of razor-sharp 
pictures. While on the subject of movement, it might be well 
to mention that a cable release is a handy accessory, in fact a 
necessity in many types of photographic work, and particularly 
in night photography. Use of a cable release will help you 
avoid possible movement of the camera when the shutter is 
tripped. 

Another item you should have before you start on a night’s 
outing with your camera is a lens shade. There are many stray 
rays of light just waiting to get into your camera lens and ruin 
that perfect picture. The shade also comes in handy in bad 
weather as a protection for the lens. 

The problem of film is actually a minor one, since almost any 
type can be used. The medium-fast or fast pan films, however, 
are preferable. Since these emulsions are inherently soft, 
they save much time and trouble when you begin to print your 
night shots. Panchromatic film usually is chosen in preference 
to the orthochromatic emulsions by professional photographers 
when they do night work, because of its added speed under 
incandescent light. Pan film also gives a truer rendition of

all colors, especially yellow, orange, and red—the three which 
are most frequently found in electric signs and other night 
lights. Last item on your list of equipment “musts” is a pocket 
flashlight. This little gadget will be found useful on your noc- 
turnal safari when adjusting the diaphragm, advancing film 
or changing holders, making notes, or even as a point on which 
to focus when working in an extremely dark setup. 


Exposures 


An exposure meter is of little value at night because the 
majority of readings are so low that they cannot be recorded. 
A good rule of thumb is to start with an exposure of 10 seconds 
at f/11 on a fast pan film. Of course, the photographer will 
have to use his head a bit and rely on experience to a certain 
extent as there are no set rules for this type of work. A dark 
passageway with little light in it will require more exposure 
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than a brilliantly lighted building. You will soon discover 
what every good professional has learned from experience— 
that film is your cheapest item. Always take several different 
exposures, especially when in doubt. After making your first 
shot, additional ones should be made with exposure times 
doubled successively. Also remember that it is far better to 
overexpose your film than to underexpose it. 

There are, of course, a few tricks of the trade that enter into 
getting the most out of your night pictures. Perhaps a street 
scene you wish to shoot has no lights on the building to make 
it stand out from the dark sky. Or perhaps you wish to register 
tone in your sky instead of a dead black. One solution to the 
problem is to arrive upon the scene while there is still some 
daylight on the building. Make an exposure that is based on 
a meter reading. If you do this, be sure to underexpose so 
that you get just an outline of the subject. Make your second 
exposure on the same piece of film after dark in order to 
record the night lights. When using this double-exposure 
method, it should be kept in mind that the camera must remain 
in one position throughout the shooting. Even the slightest 
movement will throw off the register and give a double image. 

There will be times when you wish to emphasize foreground 
objects or people in a scene containing no visible lights. When 
you encounter such a situation try using open flash. You must 
be careful to calculate accurately the power of your light so 
that it will not overpower the rest of the picture. This is done 
by using the flash guide number technique which is explained 
on the cartons of the bulbs. Warn your subjects not to move 
during the exposure period. If they do, they will register as 
“ghost images.” 

Another point to keep in mind is position of the flash. Ob- 
viously, it should be realistic. The light can be placed to look 
as though it were coming from a street light—that is, high 
and to one side. Or set it up low, as though it were being 
radiated from an auto’s headlights. 

On some occasions you will have to shoot a picture at an 
extremely fast shutter speed to stop the motion of your sub- 
jects. Groups of people will not hold still long enough to per- 
mit a 10 or 20-second exposure. So all the lighting will have 
to be done by synchronized flash. If the number of persons 
is large, try using a bare flashbulb. When a reflector is used 
at night it tends to diffuse the light (Continued on page 130)

ble fine India ink sketches, linoleum 
block prints, or woodcuts without 
adopting the artist’s tools or developing 
skill in his painstaking techniques. This 
process calls for no artistic ability at all, 
except in the selection of suitable subject 
matter for this sort of treatment. For the 
rest it is pure photography, and is no 
more complicated than making half a 
dozen contact prints. The end results 
have many possible uses. Greeting cards, 
letterheads for personal stationery, book- 
plates, posters, and even dramatic com- 
mercial illustrations are but a few of the 
many potential applications of this 
process. You will discover many more. 
Aside from a few trays and some de- 
veloper and hypo, all you need to start 
are a contact printer or printing frame, 
a supply of high-contrast contact printing 
paper, and a picture of a suitable subject. 
The printing equipment can be of any 
size or description. [See the article “A 
Versatile Contact Printer” in the March, 
1949, issue of PopuLAR PHOTOGRAPHY for 
instructions on making your own outfit— 
ED.] As long as there is a close contact 
between the emulsions so that a good, 
sharp print is produced, nothing else mat- 
ters. The size of the printer naturally 
will limit the size of the final print, but 
any dimensions will do to start. Many 
uses require only small pictures. Once 
you have mastered the process, however, 
you may be shopping for a larger frame 
or printer as your enthusiasm grows. 


VY ve CAN MAKE prints that resem- 
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Portraits can be transformed into photo sketches. The trick is to 
make a negative by contact printing on contrasty paper, and then 


make a positive from it. Repeat the process if gray tones remain. 


The printing paper can be any single- 
weight glossy or matte paper of extreme 
contrast—No. 5 as graded by the manu- 
facturers. Specialized copying papers 
like Defender Reflex Copy and Eastman 
Kodagraph Contact Standard also are 
suitable, if you happen to have them 
readily available. The important thing 
is that the paper must have very high 
inherent contrast, so all of the gray 
tones of your picture will be forced one 
way or the other—the light tones becom- 
ing white and the dark tones becoming 
black. 

Any print that you may happen to 
have at hand will do to try the process, 
but you probably will want to make some 
pictures with this handling in mind later 
on. It is important to select a print with 
no markings on its -back, however, as 
they would appear nearly as sharp in the 
finished picture as they would if they 
were on the face of the original. The 
more contrasty the original print, the 
easier it will be to handle. Try to visu- 
alize the picture with all light tones as 
chalk white, and all dark tones jet black. 
Comparing the originals and the end re- 
sults in the accompanying illustrations 
will help you judge what you can expect. 

The procedure is simplicity itself. With 
an original print selected, and paper and 
equipment at hand, you are ready to be- 
gin. You will need paper developer and 
hypo, as usual, but don’t mix your de- 
veloper in the usual proportions. Instead, 
use a much stronger solution to help you

get greater contrast. If you are accus- 
tomed to using a developer like Kodak 
D-72, for example, use the stock solution 
without dilution. 

First, place the picture face up on your 
contact printer or printing frame. Then 
place a sheet of high-contrast printing 
paper on top of it, face down, and apply 
pressure with the platen. This will put 
the two in contact, emulsion-to-emulsion, 
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For an unusual picture of your home, make a normal photograph and apply this new 
technique in printing. Comparison with the original (right) and the intermediate steps 
reveals how the contrast is built up as light grays are made white and dark ones black.

If 
paper negative; it is placed emulsion-to- gray tones remain, another negative and 
emulsion with high-contrast paper before positive are made by the same procedure 
the platen is closed for the exposure. for the desired black-and-white effect. 
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The original, made on a dull day, has 
good quality for this use. Masses must 
be most important; details will be lost. 


for the exposure. It will be necessary to 
determine the best possible exposure time 
for any given picture, in your own print- 
ing set-up, by trial and error. In general, 
you will find that the exposure required 
is much greater than you are accustomed 
to using in making normal prints from 
negatives. If you use a printing frame 
placed two feet from a 100-watt lamp, the 
exposure should be 2 to 2% minutes. You 
might elect to make a test print at this 
point for your first trial, giving expo- 
sures increasing progressively from 1 to 4 
minutes in 30-second steps. Many fac- 
tors influence the exposure time, so don’t 
be alarmed if you find you require an 
exposure that is considerably more or 
less than that suggested here. 

Every step in the process should be 
used to build up as much contrast as pos- 
sible, so the rule is to underexpose and 
overdevelop. Select the shortest exposure 
that will enable you to get dead black 
areas in the darkest portions of the re- 
sulting negative print, with development 
prolonged as much as possible without 
obtaining stains or fog. The result ob- 
tained in making the first paper negative 
is not too critical, however, since you still 
have the remaining steps in which to 
achieve the final effect you want. 

Run this first paper negative through 
the entire developing and fixing pro- 
cedure, and then wash and dry. Don’t 
use a ferrotype plate, even with glossy 
paper. Squeegee the print, face up, to 
remove as much water as possible and 
then place a sheet of photo blotter or a 
clean piece of discarded mounting board 
on top of it to keep it from curling. Plac- 
ing the print between photo blotters or 
in a blotter roll also is good practice, and 
if you have a heated dryer it will help 
to speed up the process. 

Once your paper negative is dry, place 
it face up on the contact printer or print- 
ing frame and repeat the process, just as 
before. This will give you a positive 
print that is identical with the original 
except for the middle tones—which will 
have disappeared. If the original was 
very contrasty and you gained the maxi- 
mum contrast possible in making nega- 
tive and positive, all gray tones may have 
been eliminated to get the end result you 
want—a picture that is pure black and 
white. More likely than not, however, 
there will be a few light gray areas that 
are not quite white and a few dark ones 
that are not quite black. These can be 
eliminated completely by making another 
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First paper negative shows increased 
contrast. Details in shadows and high- 
liahts now are beginning to disappear. 


negative and another positive, repeating 
the original procedure step by step. Two 
negatives and positives were required for 
most of the accompanying illustrations. 
Retouching can be accomplished very 
easily on the final print or on the paper 
negative that precedes it. A good way 
to handle this is by bleaching out un- 
wanted black areas with potassium ferri- 
cyanide and hypo. Dissolve 1 part of 
ferricyanide in 10 parts of water and ap- 
ply with cotton or a brush, working on 
the print while it is still wet with hypo. 
The easiest procedure here is to remove 
the print from the hypo, drain but don’t 
rinse, and then apply the ferricyanide 
solution. Be careful not to let the bleach 
run onto a dark area you want to pre- 
serve. It may be necessary to repeat the 
process. When it is done, return the print 
to the fixing solution for a few minutes 
and then wash and dry as usual. Where 
you wish to keep certain light spots from

appearing in the final picture, you can 
get good results by bleaching out the cor- 
responding dark spots in the negative 
from which it is to be made—using the 
procedure which has been described. If 
negative or positive has been dried al- 
ready, it can be prepared for treatment 
in this manner by soaking for a few min- 
utes in a hypo solution. 

Retouching also can be accomplished 
with Chinese white and India ink on the 
finished print, although it is quite diffi- 
cult to match the tone of the photograph 
exactly. The advantage is that retouch- 
ing will permit you to add a line of white 
here and a dark mass there, to make up 
for details in the original subject mat- 
ter that have “gone the wrong way” as 
the middle tones were forced into black 
and white. Although this sort of retouch- 
ing is likely to show on the final print, 
it can be concealed by making a copy 
negative and a new print. 





Second paper negative was needed to 
complete the transformation. The final 
picture (far left) was printed from it. 


If you plan on reproducing any large 
quantity of photo sketches, chances are 
that you will find the exposure time too 
long for convenience if you work from 
the last paper negative. For making 
prints photographically, the best bet is to 
make a contrasty film negative by copy- 
ing the final print. This will shorten the 
printing time to bring it within normal 
range, and also will provide an opportu- 
nity for “losing” the tell-tale marks of 
any retouching you may want to do. An 
alternative is to have a zinc line cut 
made, so that as many copies as you want 
can be printed by ordinary letterpress 
methods. 

Selection of subject matter for this sort 
of treatment is pretty much up to the 
individual photographer, and must de- 
pend upon his own taste. Very striking 
effects can be obtained with portraits, 
and you may have some at hand right

IRST thing every photographer does before making an exposure 

is select the best combination of diaphragm opening and shutter 
speed. Once you know the factors that determine the choice, it is 
easy to do. And it’s good practice, and fun, too, to look at a pic- 
ture someone else has made and try to guess what combination he 
used by what the picture reveals. 

Here’s a quiz that will test your ability in this direction. Under 
each illustration is shown the range of combinations which the 
photographer found on his exposure meter or guide, based on film 
speed, lighting conditions, and subject matter. Study each picture 
carefully, analyze the exposure problem, then circle the combina- 
tion you would choose, as has been done in the example, picture 
No. 1. There are two general rules which will govern your selec- 
tion, same as when you're taking a picture. Ask yourself: 

1. How much action must be stopped? This determines choice 
of shutter speed. Outdoors, with hand-held camera, the slowest 
speed that can be used safely without blur from camera movement 
is about 1/50 second.

swer to your correspondence problems. 
You don’t have to confine these cards to 
vacation scenics, either. Your friends will 
be happy to see pictures of your home, 
members of the family, local scenes, or 
your town decorated for a celebration or 
holiday. 

Why bother to write a long letter to 
describe the flowers in your garden? A 
few minutes time spent in your dark- 
room is enough to turn out several post 
cards telling a complete story. Then, all 
you have to add is your recipient’s name 
and address, a few words of greeting, and 
a stamp. 

Perhaps you spend your vacations at 
the same spot each year and take many 
photographs. If you do, dig out last 
year’s negatives and see if any can be 
converted to post card use. They will 
take the place of cards you ordinarily 
would buy while on vacation this sum- 
mer, and you will discover that the peo- 
ple to whom you send them will be de- 
lighted to find that you made them 
yourself. 

Any size or type of camera can be used 
to produce photographic post cards since 
they can be made either as contact prints 
or enlargements. Certain cameras lend 
themselves to this work as the negatives 
they produce are close to post card pro- 
portions and can easily be enlarged to 
size. Of course, any negative that will 
stand even slight enlargement is satis- 
factory, and in some cases one might 
want to use only a portion of the nega- 
tive; so it makes no difference what cam- 
era you own. However, in order to make 
post cards by contact printing it is neces- 
sary to have a negative of the required 
size. These can be made with larger 
cameras or if you want to turn out a 
quantity of cards of the same subject or 
scene, a commercial photographer will 
make a copy negative for you from a 
good enlarged print and at a nominal 
cost. Some years ago a folding Kodak 
that made negatives of post card size on 
roll film was popular, and it is still pos- 
sible to find one of these on the used 
market every now and then. 

If you have the means of making your 
cards by contact printing, you can obtain 
regular post card stock—sensitized dou- 
ble-weight paper with the words “Post 
Card” already printed on the back, and 
with areas marked off for the address 
and message. However, most amateurs 
use smaller negatives and will make their 
cards by enlarging. Any double-weight 
stock is suitable, either glossy or matte, 
and you need only trim it to standard 
post card size—312x5'2 inches—either be-

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of the more common photographic mistakes. Once it exists, it 

can never be corrected. To prevent repetition of his error, a 
photographer must be able to recognize the different types of un- 
sharpness resulting from different causes. The accompanying pic- 
tures illustrate the four most common types of unsharpness. However, 
there also are several other factors which influence the sharpness of 
a picture. A cheap and poorly-corrected lens will never give a 
really sharp image. Neither will a dirty lens, a lens smudged by 
fingerprints, or a lens that is fogged by mist. A filter of poor op- 
tical quality will invariably cut down the definition of even the 
finest lens. And finally, unless held perfectly flat in the enlarger, 
even the sharpest negative will not yield a sharp print. If pictures 
you have been taking are not as sharp as you would like to have 
them, study these examples to pin down the cause of your trouble. 
Once you know where the difficulty lies, you can work to correct it— 
and get better pictures at the same time.— 


I ACK OF SHARPNESS in a negative probably is a result of one 


focused properly, the same scene should appear as shown below. Sharpness 
of definition is one of the most precious of all photographic qualities. 
As far as accuracy of drawing is concerned, an artist might labor for days 
to capture the wealth of minute detail that the camera is able to record 
on film in an instant. Good photographers are proud of the sharpness of 
their pictures and try to improve this quality. “Artistic unsharpness” is 
only too often the dilettante's attempt to justify incompetent workmanship. 
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Too large an aperture. Typical appearance: Simultaneous occurrence 
of sharpness and unsharpness in the same picture. Only the subjects within 
a shallow depth-zone near the actual plane of focus are rendered sharply. 
Objects before or behind this plane appear unsharp—increasingly “fuzzy” 
the farther away from the plane of focus they are. The cause: Use of too 
large a diaphragm opening. The lens wasn't “stopped down" to a small 
enough aperture to provide sufficient depth of field. Often, however, 
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Movement of camera. Typical appearance: The whole picture seems 
lurred in one definite direction. The cause: The camera was moved 
accidentally during the moment of exposure. As a rule, only exposures 
of 1/50 second or shorter can be hand-held without danger of movement. 
Even so, the photographer must brace himself and hold his breath while 
releasing the shutter. The most experienced photographers use a tripod 
whenever possible to avoid any possible chance of camera movement. 


such limitation of depth can become a means of suggesting 
space in a photograph. Notice how, in the picture above, 
made with a very small aperture, foreground and background 
appear to merge. The feeling of a third dimension is lost. 
Although normally the subject of a photograph should appear 
as sharp as possible, indiscriminate extension of sharpness 
over the entire picture area actually may be undesirable. 


Movement of subject. Typical appearance: Only objects 
in motion are blurred. Stationary objects are rendered 
sharply. The cause: Use of a shutter speed too slow to 
stop motion. A higher speed, selected according to one of 
the published tables for stopping different types of motion, 
will help you avoid this error. Sometimes unsharpness like 
this can be used effectively to suggest a feeling of motion.

SPRING’S HERE, and summer’s just around 
the corner. Now’s the time to get squared 
away for the season—equipment ready— 
darkroom in order for summer processing 
and printing operations. Do it now; you'll be 
busy later on. 

Chances are, you will take many pictures 
this summer, and make a lot of prints. Those 
prints will represent plenty of time and 
serious effort. You hope they'll be permanent 
—but will they? Properly fixed and washed, 
a black-and-white print lasts a lifetime; but 
the washing arrangements in many amateur 
darkrooms are quite makeshift, and many a 
good print is still full of hypo when it leaves 
the final wash. 

Few investments will return you as much 
for so little as a $2.25 Kodak Washing As- 
sembly, or a Kodak Automatic Tray Siphon 
($4.50 plus tax). Either device, properly 
used, assures a safe and thorough washing 
for your prints. The siphon attaches readily 
to any standard print tray, and its 3-foot tube 
to any standard water faucet—immediately 
converting the tray into an efficient circulat- 
ing washer. As the water enters, its direc- 
tional force keeps the prints separated and 
moving; after circling the tray, the hypo- 
laden water is automatically siphoned out. 
Equally ingenious is the Washing Assembly, 
which—at will—converts any kitchen sink 
into a circulating washer. Regard either de- 
vice as you would an insurance policy, pro- 
tecting you against hypo-faded prints 





Check over the rest of your darkroom, to 
find out what equipment needs to be re- 
placed, and what conveniences should be 
added to make operations more efficient and 
more pleasant. 

Your enlarging setup, for example. Bring 
it up to date with a couple of modern acces- 
sories—the Kodak Electric Time Control, 
and the Kodak Utility Footswitch. The time 
control gives you automatic, accurately re- 
peatable timing—of any interval up to 57 





seconds. It assures you that the timing on 
your final exposure will match the timing on

Is 
it easy to operate, accurate in masking, and 
large enough for your needs? A poorly de- 
signed or badly constructed easel is a con- 
stant irritation. On the other hand, a rugged, 
accurate, expertly planned device such as 
the Kodak Enlarging Easel 1lxl4, pictured 
here, is a joy to own and use. Examine its

The 
illuminating system is also skillfully designed 
to assure uniform illumination, with no 
center “hot spot.’’

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SIMPLE TOOLS FOR BETTER 


By WILLIAM WHITAKER 


T’S EASY TO ACQUIRE a few handy gadgets, and you'll soon 

learn they will be friends in need! To prove it, let’s consider 

a number of everyday problems that may plague you, and 
how you can solve them with simple ideas. Whether you are 
professional or amateur, it is certainly a good plan for you to 
keep alert for new ideas that may help to remedy some of your 
headaches and inconveniences. 

Speed Graphic owners usually use sheet-film holders, and where 
to put that slide during exposure is too often both an irritating 
and embarrassing problem. Most of us like to keep our hands 
free, dislike to put the slide in our pocket, and do not trust our- 
selves to lay it down as we may misplace or damage it. Most 
wooden film hangers have a metal clip for hanging on wire or 
string. This is fastened to the wood by two small teeth and slips 
off easily. If you remove it from the hanger and attach it to the 
viewing shade, you can insert the film slide behind it and you 
will always know where the slide is. 

Flash off the camera is used effectively by most photographers 
but when this is done, the extension wire that is attached to the 
tripper is taxed with hard pulls and yanks. Sometimes a sudden 
jerk will actually remove the tripper from the lens board just 
as you are about to take the picture. This can be taken care of 
easily by purchasing a magazine clip in a stationery store and 
fastening it to the camera bed. The curved portion of the clip 
is straightened and clipped off to within half an inch of the body 
of the clip. Punch or drill a hole midway on this strip. Then 
remove one of the screws from the bed of your camera and replace 
it with the clip attached. The flashgun wire then is fastened to 
the clip near the tripper. Now you can tug and pull with the 
battery case all you wish and the shock is absorbed at the clip 
connection, relieving you of any fear of pulling against the tripper 
itself, and the consequence of possible damage. 

When you purchase a meter, it usually comes equipped with 
a good ribbon, but under continual use the ribbon may wear out 
where it is attached to the meter. Eventually it will break and 
down goes the meter, perhaps to end badly injured. In stores 
where fishing equipment is sold, you can purchase a swivel. These 





Not much to look at, but hard to be without when you really 
need them are these little oddments of hardware.

come in various sizes, for a few cents each, and have tremendous 
strength for their small size—up to twenty pounds pull. To this can 
be attached a beaded chain of any length, depending on the indi- 
vidual photographer’s requirements. This type of chain can be 
purchased at any electrical store for about five cents a foot. 

Discarded color-roll-film cans make handy utility boxes for photo 
kits. These metal cans will accommodate an assortment of useful 
accessories. Location assignments bring up many problems that 
an be solved with a razor blade, safety pin, paper clip, and tacks. 

Another important utility box should be devoted to materials 
for construction of props and repair oi camera equipment. A good 
container is an old sun-glasses case of fair size and flat shape. It 
can contain such things as tiny screwdrivers, a china marking 
pencil, a jack-knife, a pair of sharp-nose pliers or other such items 
that meet the individual’s need. The china marking pencil marks 
on almost any surface imaginable and comes off easily. It is par- 
ticularly useful for marking the groundglass when making two 
negatives for a combination print. A jack-knife is always useful 
and the pliers are used to repair equipment and frequently to 
adjust props. Any photographer who has ever had a need for 
such objects when none was available will realize the value of this. 

If you have ever had to climb a ladder or frantically search 
for a place to set your camera in a closely packed crowd, you 
will certainly appreciate a neck strap on your camera. Climbing 
a ladder with it in your teeth is all right for a circus performer, 
but not so easy for the fellow who isn’t an acrobat, especially 
if he has false dentures. A camera equipped with a neck strap 
and swivel connections can be a life saver on such jobs as candid 
wedding assignments and ladder climbing expeditions where hands 
are at a premium. 

In the accompanying pictures you can see the simple arrange- 
ment necessary to make a good, substantial anchorage for the neck 
strap. The one shown was purchased at a photographic store and 
is sold and used solely for that purpose. There are many different 
kinds and most of them will work out very well for use on the 
larger cameras. You may have to modify the arrangement for 

your own brand of camera, but it should not be too difficult. 

Try out these tools; they can help to create many good pictures 

that otherwise might be passed up or might be spoiled by lack of 
proper and convenient equipment!—pe

The Critics—a study of various shades of in- 
tense interest shown by a group of children 
inspecting a painting—was made by Irving 
Haberman while he was covering a sidewalk 
art exhibition for the New York Star. The 
show, one directed toward the entertainme nt 
of- youngsters, was put on by a Bronx, N. Y., 
settlement house. The five boys and girls 
who appear in Haberman’s shot had just in- 
terrupted their street games to study—a la 
Greenwich Village style—one of the easel- 
held illustrations. Used to record this well- 
composed scene were a 4x5 Speed Graphic, a 
5-in. Kodak Ektar f/4.7 lens, and Kodak Su- 
per-XX film. Flash on an extension supple- 
mented the natural light falling on the set- 
ting. Exposure for this picture, which won 
a prize in the 1948 PoPULAR PHOTOGRAPHY 
Picture Contest, was 1/200 second at f/8.

Another prize winner in the 1948 contest is 
Tosh Matsumoto’s documentary study of two 
boys playing tag in an areaway separating 
several apartment buildings. This photo- 
graph is something more than a mere record 
of an outdoor game. It is a slice of real- 
ism; an accusation against big city life 
which forces youngsters to use alleys as 
playgrounds. To make this excellent pic- 
ture, Matsumoto used a Model G Leica 
camera equipped with a 50-mm Summar f/2 
lens. Exposure was 1/200 second at f/16 
on Kodak Super-XX film, 
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Third Avenue, also a prize-winning entry in 
the 1948 contest, is the work of Dorothy 
Forsberg. Here is a street scene study that 
is unusual because of the multitude of signs 
it incorporates. The equipment the photog- 
rapher used was a 4x5 Speed Graphic, a 
5le-in. Zeiss Tessar f/4.5 lens, and Ansco 
Superpan Press film. The shot was made in 
bright sunlight, and the exposure was 1/100 
second at f/22 
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Moon Dance, by Paul Oxley, was made in 
the ruins of an old hotel in California’s East 
San Diego Hills with a 4x5 Graphic View, 
a 3%-in. Schneider Angulon f/6.8 lens, Ansco 
Isopan film, and a red filter. The idea for 
this shot, a 1948 prize-winner, occurred to 
the photographer one day as he was passing 
the hotel. When he began shooting he found 
that the site was not only an inspiration to 
him, but also to his models who worked 
easily in the dream-like setting. Of the 
many exposures which were made during the 
hour period that the dancers went through 
various step routines, the shot that appears 
here—according to Oxley—was the one most 
completely translating idea and mood into 
still photography. Exposure for this beauti- 
fully framed, mid-afternoon study was one 
second at f/32. 
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The end of a Mardi Gras and the 
recollection of its gaiety and romance is 
suggested in Jean Elwell’s artistic camera 
rendition. An interesting subject prop, in- 
cluded to strengthen the photograph’s gen- 
eral theme, is the tapestry background which 
symbolizes an elopement. The photographic 
equipment used by Miss Elwell was a 4x5 
Graphic View camera, a 6-in. Zeiss Tessar 
lens, two spotlights, and a No. 4 floodlamp. 
Exposure was 1/5 second at f/16. 


happy 
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An unusual range of expressions are mir- 
rored on the faces of a group of happy young 
people enjoying a sailboat ride in Ramon 
Ferreira’s fine marine study. The shot, made 
late one afternoon near Bar Harbor, Me., 
was the only one the photographer snapped 
during the outing. The water was so rough 
that Ferreira had to cling to the mast to 
shoot it. When he did trip his shutter it 
Was at the same moment a large wave broke 
over the gunwale, drenching him as well as 
his models. Because of this, Ferreira, fear- 
ful of the corrosive action salt water has on 
cameras, packed away his 24x24 Rollei- 
flex for the day. The rest of the equipment 
used to make this shot—a prize winner in 
the 1948 contest onsisted of a 75-mm 
Zeiss Tessar f/3.5 lens, a light-yellow filter, 
and Kodak Super-XX film. 


Three’s A Crowd is the humorous and very 











appropriate title with which S. Mfdori la- 
beled his picture of a forlorn-looking cocker 
spaniel. This type of dog, like most long- 
eared canines, is endowed by Mother Nature 
with a naturally soulful expression. Midori 
took advantage of this characteristic to give 
his shot a story-telling twist. He placed the 
dog next to a sofa on which a man and 
woman sat. But when he exposed this setup 
the only parts of the human models which 
were recorded were their legs. Because he 
did this the photograph, when printed, im- 
plied that very little attention was being 
paid to the cocker. Thus, Midori wove a set 
of props around the dog which seemed to 
justify his dejected appearance. To make 
this picture, Midori used an 8x10 view cam- 
era and 16-in. Goerz Dagor lens. Exposure 
was 1/5 second at f/16 on Kodak Tri-X Pan- 
chromatic film. 
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Andre de Dienes is best known in photo- 
graphic circles for his outstanding pictures 
of girls. A testimony to the excellent quali- 
ty of his work is the eye-pleasing study of a 
young lady holding a lamb which appears on 
this page. It was made in Los Angeles with 
a 2%44x2%\% Rolleiflex, a Zeiss Tessar lens, 
fast panchromatic film, and a light-yellow 
filter. Exposure was 1/100 second at f/11. 
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Exodus is the interesting title Walter Di- 
rector gave his high-key, multiply-exposed 
photograph of a man walking into the sea. 
Malibu Beach, Calif., is the location of the 
picture-making; the model is Chuck Weck- 
ler. Director used a 4x5 Graphic View cam- 
era, equipped with an 8-in Kodak lens. He 
made four exposures—each lasting for 1/25 
second—on a sheet of Kodak Super Panchro- 
Press Type B film. The camera remained sta- 
tionary throughout the shooting with Weck- 
ler advancing after each e xposure. The dia- 
phragm opening was f/4.5. 
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Howard Sochurek and 
Angus McDougall, was made as part of a 
Milwaukee Journal assignment. The two 
photographers were told to shoot a series of 
six pictures covering the opening of Wiscon- 


Opening Night, by 


sin’s State Centennial Celebration which 
was held at Milwaukee’s State Fair Park. 
They decided to use, as a site for this shot, 


a roller-coaster facade which had been re- 
decorated with rows of electric lights. They 
also made up their minds to have one or 
two youngsters in the picture in order to get 
across the idea of the wonderment the cele- 
bration incited in some of its younger visi- 
tors. Sochurek writes that a little gir] first 
was chosen to pose, but she let out such 
howls of unhappiness that she had to be re- 
lieved of the modeling chore. Then Tommy 
and Barbara Tuma of Shawano, Wis., the 
children you see here, were lured from their 
vigil at a nearby soft-drink stand. They 
were told what to do and photographed with 
a 4x5 Speed Graphic, a 135-mm Optar f/4.7 
lens, and Ansco Superpan Press film. Ex- 
posure, made by the open-close method, was 
one second at f/16 with the camera resting 
on the pavement. 
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Diver, the title of the picture which closes 
this month’s picture section, is the work of 
Orlin Donaldson It was made in Nassau, 
B. W. I. with a 24%x2% Rolleiflex, a 3-in.

adults, or when trying to give an impres- 
sion of increased stature. Coupled with 
this slightly-high camera angle is a need 
to have the child looking somewhat up- 
wards when the picture is taken because 
children normally look up when they 
talk to adults. Above all, don’t have the 
child’s interest become absorbed in a toy 
on the floor because then his face won't. 
show fully in the picture. 

Aside from a satisfactorily-sharp pic- 
ture, the most important element of a 
successful child portrait is expression. 
This doesn’t necessarily mean a big grin, 
but anything other than a dead-pan look 


Engaging shots that are different from 
stock poses are made by photographer 
who continually watches for expressions. 


will help to make a better picture. Sur- 
prise, wonderment, anger, disappoint- 
ment, and joy are but a few of the in- 
finite expressions you can capture, if you 
try. The method of engendering a good 
expression may differ with both the child 
and the photographer from “watch the 
birdie” with the cooperative subject, to 
practically standing on your head to 
amuse a particularly stubborn little ras- 
cal, 

First of all, the fewer people in the 
room, the better. Although a crowd of 
relatives may mean no harm, they can be 
distracting influences. The child will 
look from one person to another, and the 
photographer will have a difficult time 
keeping his subject’s attention where de- 
sired. An exception might be the mother 
or father, provided that the photographer 
may take the picture in his own way. 
But even they are a hindrance at times, 
and like many professionals, you may be 
able to do a better job if left entirely 
alone with the child. 

For an “all-out” expression, it is neces- 
sary to be something of a child psycholo- 
gist, but this only means using common 


sense. Imagine yourself in the child’s 
place. How would you react to a huge 
stranger, four times larger than you 


were, who surrounded you with a room 
full of hot lights and queer apparatus? 





Remember, the dentist was a stranger 
when he filled that tooth, and so was the 
doctor when he gave that vaccination; 
both of them had queer instruments and 
gadgets, too. The photographer has, 
therefore, the problem of making friends 
with the child in a very short time or at 
least must win his confidence. How does 
he do this? 

In the first place, all the portrait lights 
should be turned on, and in proper po- 
sitions, before posing the child. The sub- 
ject will be more likely to take your 
equipment for granted than if he has to 
watch all the frightening photographic 
preparations. Little is to be gained by 
shouting or getting excited. A child won't 
react like an adult if abruptly given com- 
mands to “smile” or “look over there.” 

If, for example, you want the youngster 
looking to one side or the other of the 
camera, stand on that side so he will look 
at you. It almost never pays to ask the 
child to look directly into the camera 
lens. Either one of two things is bound 
to result—a self-conscious expression, or 
a dull, unanimated expression. Talk with 
him about things he’s interested in; about 
Sunday School, Santa Claus, birthday 
parties, his toys, and playmates. Keep 
talking, keep him interested, and be pre- 
pared to shoot at any instant. 

One accessory that will be very handy 
in this connection is a long cable release. 
It will permit you to casually walk 
around, yet still be able to take the pic- 
ture at any desired instant. 

What the photographer says or does to 
keep the child’s attention will depend on 
the child himself to a large extent. Some 
shy little girls can be made to smile by 
merely complimenting them on a new 
dress or a pretty hair ribbon. Some bois- 
terous boys, on the other hand, will pre- 
sent a more difficult problem. Perhaps 
the photographer will talk as fast as a 
sideshow barker, pretend to be a clown, 
or go whooping around like an Indian 
doing a war dance. Generally, however, 
a few simple tricks will suffice. 

Another attention-getter for the child 
who is a little older is to play “catch” 
with a soft ball as did our professional 
photographer. Several shooting oppor- 
tunities present themselves while ex- 
plaining what you're going to do, just be- 
fore tossing the ball to the child, just 
after the child has thrown it back to you, 
or when you may pretend to drop the 
ball. 

All photographers who take portraits 
of babies and children professionally, 
keep a supply of interesting toys on hand. 
These toys should be shown only one at 
a time, if one does not bring the desired 
results, another may. It’s usually best to 
keep the toy out of the picture. How- 
ever, letting the child hold a toy some- 
times will be necessary as a “last resort” 
procedure. 

A very successful method of getting a 
good expression with young children is 
to play “peek-a-boo” from behind the 
camera or from wherever you want them 
to look. Practically every child likes to 
play this game, and promptly forgets 
all about the camera. That’s exactly what 
you will be waiting for—so shoot!

The camera should be 
placed near the projection screen with 
the lights directed back toward the 
youngster. Exposures are made of the 
child during periods of “peak” expres- 
sion. 

Whatever system you use, remember 
that appealing expressions are extremely 
fleeting, so always be on your toes. Be 
sure the shutter is cocked and everything 
is in readiness before putting on your act 
for the little model. Once you are ready, 
work fast. In other words, take as many 
pictures as you wish in as short a time 
as possible. This makes it easier both on 
the child and yourself than if the sitting 
drags on for an hour under the hot lights. 
Besides, he will undoubtedly object less 
to having his picture taken the next time. 

In order to stop movement, shoot with 
as high a shutter speed as possible. This 
won't be much 25 second indoors 
with a fast panchromatic film and or- 
dinary lighting units. Admittedly, it 
won't stop much action, so you'll have to 
wait for those rare moments in which the 
child is still for just that needed fraction 
of a second. Don’t be surprised if your 
subject blinks or turns his head just at 
the moment of exposure. That’s to be 
expected, and the only safe remedy is to 
take a series of exposures so that the law 
of averages will give you a selection of 
motionless poses. 

Backgrounds are best kept simple. Par- 
ents may not be able to past the 
child’s face but less-prejudiced observers 
and do. So don’t clutter up the pic- 
ture with distracting wallpaper. Cover.it 
up with a blanket hung smoothly, or 
throw the background out of focus with 
a wider-than-normal aperture. In home 
potraiture, don’t be afraid to move the 
furniture

with ordinary home lighting equipment. 
Two floodlamps in reflectors are usually 
the minimum lights required but an ex- 
tra flood for the background, and a spot 
for backlight would be helpful. The 
customary lighting formula is to Bay at a 
flood on each side of the camera just a 
little above the child’s eye level. One of 
the floods should be somewhat nearer the 
subject, and a little higher than the other 
The spot is adjusted to give a broad beam 
and is placed quite high, and in back of 
the child so that its standard will not 
appear in the picture. 

Another good lighting arrangement is 
to place three lights in the shape of 
large triangle with the subject in the 
center. One of the lights should be near

One of the best ways to cut down on 
subject movement is to use synchronized 
flashbulbs in reflectors are preferred so 
flash at about 1/100 or 1/200 second. Two 
as to provide a main light and a fill-in 
light. The light at the camera is best 
used as the fill-in, and as such should be 
somewhat diffused with tissue paper, a 
handkerchief, or a sheet of diffusing 
cloth.

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outfit. However, the increasingly-popu- 
lar reflex cameras are good for photo- 
graphing children, and are available in a 
great range of prices. The reflex-type al- 
lows the cameraman to see exactly what 
area he is covering right up to the time 
of exposure, and enables him to keep the 
fast-moving youngsters in sharp focus. 
With press-type cameras, which are also 
ideal for child portraiture, use the open 
wire “sports” finder after focusing and 
inserting the film holder. 

Any roll-film camera can be used for 
this type of picture taking, but be sure to 
include the entire subject. Parallax (the 
camera lens sees the subject from a 
slightly different angle than the view- 
finder) can be quite annoying at close 
distances with resulting “amputations.” 
This is just a matter of becoming familiar 
with your camera’s operating characteris- 
tics, which, by the way, is a good idea 
regardless of what type of camera you 
may own. Shoot fast, and take about 
twice as many shots as you think you 
will need just to be on the safe side. Two 
rolls of pictures of a single subject are 
not too many, particularly if you are new 
at the fun of taking pictures of children 

After processing your film, pick only 
the better negatives for enlargement. In- 
cidentally, it pays to know when to use 
the wastebasket! This procedure isn’t as 
expensive as it sounds; after all, you 
don’t have to print any of the negatives 
in which the child obviously moved, 
had a very undesirable expression. 

Once you have achieved a child’s por- 
trait that really is successful, you'll know 
that you have “arrived,” photographically 
speaking.—_

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Combine Shills with Your Movies 


By JAY A. SMITH 


OST of us have thought at times, 
M when seeing our own movies or 

the work of others, “My, 
wouldn’t that movie scene be improved if 
there were only a little more detail!” Or, 
when viewing still pictures, “That still 
picture would be so much more lifelike 
if there were only a little natural move- 
ment!” 

Well now, folks, have you thought of 
using both movies and still pictures to- 
gether—movies for their lifelike motion 
and story-telling abilities, and still pic- 
tures for the wealth of detail that larger 
film allows? If you haven't, let me assure 
you that the combined use of movies and 
stills really adds much to the entertain- 
ment value of your presentations. 

In order to put on a performance of 
this sort, four simple steps must be done, 
none of them difficult, but all requiring a 
little effort, particularly in planning, on 
your part. First, the best scenes will 
have to be photographed twice, once with 
your movie camera, and again with still 
equipment. Second, the pictures will 
have to be edited together, and this com- 
plicates things a little; usually editing 
movies alone is all that is required; now 
you will not only have to edit movies, 
but edit them and arrange the stills in 
such a fashion that all pictures make a 
cohesive unit. Third, it will be necessary 
to have two projectors (movie and still)

PTICAL WIPES, one of the tricky 
effects used in great variety by 
professional movie makers to lend 

dramatic interest to scene and title tran- 
sitions, always have seemed out of the 
reach of the average amateur because, 
unlike fades and dissolves, they cannot 
be produced directly in the camera. It 
is true that even as Hollywood reckons 
cost, optical printing is by no means in- 
expensive, and for the ordinary amateur 
an optical printer is out of the question. 
But by means of a very simple method, 
any amateur who has ever made a title 
can make his own inexpensive 8 or 16- 
mm opticals. Yes, and in every way, the 
equal of the professional ones. You can 
duplicate any type of optical wipe, from 
simple ones running from side to side on 
the screen, to the spectacular kind that 
spiral out from the center of the screen 
or zoom up in animated shapes so as to 
lend atmosphere to the story. 

The process is merely a _ controlled 
double exposure, as in making a dissolve, 
except that the exposure is controlled by 
the use of masks. Actually, the camera 
is used as a printer, running both unex- 
posed film and a short length of mask 
through the gate at once. All 16-mm 
camera gates allow sufficient clearance 
for two thicknesses of film to pass, but 
some 8-mm gates must be built up a few 
thousandths of an inch with a tiny piece 
of scotch tape of two or three thicknesses, 
placed outside the film track. This does 
not harm the camera, and the tape can be 
removed instantly when not needed. 

No special equipment is required to 
handle this process. All that is necessary 
besides the camera (which must be roll- 
film loading), are a titler, or a titling set- 
up of some kind, a roll of positive-stock 
film for making the masks, a quart of 
contrast film developer (full strength 
D-72 is fine), and a quart of hypo. 

No processing is required except for 
the straight developing of the printing 
masks. Once these are made the usual 
procedure is followed as to processing 
the film to be projected. Even those who 
merely press the button and let the film 
manufacturers worry about the rest will 
find no trouble in developing the masks. 
The longest 16-mm mask will not be more 
than three feet, or about a foot and a 
half for the 8-mm, either of which can be 
developed in a tray. 

With the finished masks it takes no 
more time to make an optical effect than 
it does to make a simple dissolve. The 
masks can be used over and over again, 
so the time spent on them is well in- 
vested. One evening of fascinating ex- 
periment will result in a whole repertory 
of optical masks. The range in variety 
is limited only by the individual’s in- 
genuity and imagination. You can make 
checkerboard opticals that fill in, square

look if you use these simple printing tricks

by square; opticals that zig-zag across the 
screen; opticals that explode one scene 
into another like a crashing windowpane. 
If you wish to put some extra time and a 
little artistic effort into it, you can pro- 
duce animated figure opticals for weird 
or comic effects. 

The first step in producing an optical 
effect is to make the masks. For this step 
the titler must be adapted by substitut- 
ing a panel of some translucent material 
for the title board. A piece of opal glass 
the same size as the title board or a sheet 
of tracing paper stretched over a frame 
will do very weil. This is illuminated 
from the rear, that is, from the side op- 
posite the camera, with a 100-watt lamp 
in a reflector large enough to cover the 
panel with a fairly even light. A slight 
hot spot in the center will make no dif- 
ference.

move forward to the title board, you need 
only one small black paper circle. The 
size will depend on how close your cam- 
era will approach the title board. It 
should be just large enough to black out 
the field of the lens at the extreme for- 
ward point of the zoom. After mounting 
this circle on the lighted panel, draw the 
camera back to its starting position and 
make a moderately-fast zoom-type shot. 
Stop filming when the black circle has 
completely filled the lens field. 

Develop this strip of film (exposed by 
either method) under a red safelight. 
When it reaches maximum contrast (two 
to three minutes), then fix and wash. 
This is mask “A” which starts with a 








Masks can be developed, fixed, washed, 
and dried ready for use in just I5 or 20 


minutes. Mask on the short strip above, 
is a normal length for an optical effect. 


black frame on which a small transparent 
dot appears and then grows until the en- 
tire frame is clear film. As soon as it is 
dry you are ready to make mask “B.” 

To make this complementary mask, you 
begin using the camera as a printer. Un- 
der a red safelight, thread the camera 
with both unexposed positive-stock film 
and the mask you have just completed, 
with the mask between the lens and the 
unexposed film. Be sure the emulsions 
of both films face the lens. Superimpose 
the perforations of the two films and at- 
tach the leader of the mask to the unex- 
posed film with a piece of scotch tape. 
Wind the loose end of the mask into the 
feeder reel by spinning the reel to loosen 
the unexposed film, slipping the mask 
end into the reel, and spinning the reel 
back to take up the slack. Before closing 
the camera run it a few frames to make 
sure the claw is engaging both films. 

Now remove the black circle from the 
glass, or tracing paper, and expose the 
masked film to the plain illuminated 
panel. Run the camera for several sec- 
onds after the mask has passed the gate. 
The aperture setting is the same as be- 
fore since the slightly increased drag of 
two films running through the gate will 
automatically compensate for the small 
light resistance of the clear portions of 
the mask. When this strip of film is de- 
veloped in the same way as the first, you 
will have mask “B” which will be black 
where the first is clear, and clear where 
the first is black. 

Lay one mask over the other and ad-

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just them until they are matched. Trim 
each leader equally to about six inches. 
Trim the trailer from mask “A” after the 
first completely transparent frame by cut- 
ting across the perforations. Leave about 
a foot of the black trailer on mask “B.” 
With these two masks you are ready to 
make any number of optical effects of this 
kind. 

To save time, and to avoid complica- 
tions in making your first finished optical 
effect, it will be best to confine its use to 
title continuity, that it, to lead one title 
into a second. The procedure is much 
the same as was used to make mask “B” 
except that here you have a choice of con- 
tinuing to use the positive stock film or of 
using ortho titling film or any other film 
which will not fog under a safelight 
bright enough for good visibility. 

After loading the camera, remove the 
glass or tracing paper panel from the 
titler, replace the title board, and film 
the first title in the ordinary way. Now 
open the camera under the safelight and 
insert mask “B” between the film and the 
lens, attaching the mask to the unexposed 
film as before. Expose this to the title 
until the final frame of the mask has run 
through the gate. The idea here is to ex- 
pose the complete mask without running 
past the end of the black trailer. Mask 
“B” starts with a clear frame and finishes 
with the entire frame blacked out, so 
what you have exposed with the mask is 
the title with a small unexposed dot in its 
center which grows until the entire frame 
is unexposed. 


Now open the camera again under the 
safelight, back up the masked film and 
the exposed film and replace mask “B” 
with mask “A,” attaching it at the same 
point on the unexposed film. Expose this 
to the second title and continue to run 
the camera after the mask has passed the 
gate until the second title has been com- 
pletely filmed. You have now filled in 
the unexposed portions of the optical ef- 
fect and finished the second title. 


When this film is processed you will 
see a tiny circular portion of the second 
title appear in the center of the first, and 
rapidly expand until the whole title ap- 
pears, replacing the first one. Any blank 
frames just preceding the optical effect, 
and any double-exposed frames following 
it, in case you have run over the black 
trailer of mask “B,” can be eliminated in 
cutting. If the masks haven’t been over- 
laid to the exact frame on the film the

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film will soon enable you to do it quickly 
and easily under the safelight. 

This method of making opticals will 
work as well with direct negative titles 
as with the reversal type. The masks 
also will work equally well with color 
film and panchromatic emulsions. It is 
not advisable to try these until you have 
some experience with the slower speed 
films under the safelight, since with color 
and pan film you will be threading with 
only a very dim safelight, or none at all. 
When you have reached this point, how- 
ever, you will be able to use the masks 
to lead titles into action scenes or vice 
versa anywhere an ordinary fade or dis- 
solve would be appropriate. 

Once you see for yourself how easily 
these effects can be made you may wish 
to add certain refinements when making 
the masks. At times it may seem more 
appropriate to have the initial image of 
the effect appear gradually rather than 
suddenly. This is accomplished by ex- 
posing the first few frames of the “A” 
mask to the illuminated panel before 
mounting the black paper cut-out. By 
swiftly fading out and then threading the 
film back to the starting point of this ex- 
posure before filming the mask, the image 
will gradually become transparent in- 
stead of appearing instantly. The mask 
shown in this article was made in this 
manner. If this refinement is not wanted, 
it is still a good idea to expose one or two 
frames of any “A” mask to the plain- 
lighted panel before filming the mounted 
cut-out. The few totally black frames re- 
sulting will help later to match the masks 
when trimming. 

You also will want a variety of masks 
to use as occasion demands. The 8-mm 
mask illustrated which balloons up in the 
form of a turkey was made by the zoom 
method already described. The simple 
side-to-side wipe effect on 16-mm is the 
result of merely sliding a ferrotype tin 
away from the illuminated panel while 
filming. The clockwise wipe was made 
by cutting a black paper rectangle into 16 
segments, and mounting the segments 
one at a time, photographing one frame at 
each step. The lightning-explosion effect 
also was made by single-frame exposure, 
arranging paper strips and cut-outs to 
form the pattern for each frame. The 
“B” masks for all these effects are made 
by printing with the camera. 

The secret of effective use of opticals in 
your films is restraint. Vary their use 
with the other transition devices, fades 
and dissolves. Use opticals occasionally 
and they will always come as a pleasant 
surprise to your audiences. Use them 
indiscriminately and they will become al- 
most as monotonous as constant fade-in- 
fade-out effects.

fore or after making the enlargments. 

You can give these cards a professional 
touch by having a rubber stamp made 
with the words “Post Card” on it, and 
applying it to the backs of the finished 
prints. An easy way to make the im- 
pression at the right spot on a quantity 
of cards is to use a mask. Cut a thin 
piece of cardboard the same size as the 
cards, and at the middle of the long side 
and near the edge cut an opening the 
size of the stamp and parallel to the edge. 
The mask is placed over the card, and the 
rubber stamp is applied through the 
opening. If a slot has been cut directly 
below this opening, a ruling pen or pencil 
can be used to make a vertical line below 
the words “Post Card.” But be sure the 
vertical line divides each card in half. 
You must do this since postal regulations 
insist that at least half the card must be 
reserved for address purposes. 

When you make cards by projection 
and desire white borders, the paper can 
be held in a masking type easel. If you 
prefer to bleed a photograph off the edges 
of the card, the paper can be placed on a 
tacky easel that is simple to make. Pre- 
pare a shallow metal or wood tray slight- 
ly larger than post-card size. Dissolve 
1, ounce of gelatin in 7 ounces of water 
at 120 F. Add 1 ounce of mucilage, 1 
ounce of glycerin, and 10 drops of For- 
malin. Pour this mixture into the shal- 
low tray, and allow it to set overnight. 
Your enlarging paper will now adhere to 
this surface, yet it may be easily re- 
moved. When not in use, cover the sur- 
face of the tray to keep it clean, and do 
not store it on edge or the gelatin will 
run. 

After your cards have been thoroughly 
washed, soak them for five minutes in a 
final rinse solution made up of 1 ounce of 
glycerin in 10 ounces of water. They then 
can be dried on ferrotype tins or cheese- 
cloth stretchers, or between blotters and 
will not curl. 

Color can be added to the pictures on 
your using transparent water 
colors. An excellent effect is produced 
by coloring wet glossy photographs, put- 
ting them back in water for a few sec- 
onds, and then drying them on a ferro- 
tin. The finished photograph will 
appear to have color under the surface 
glaze of the card. But don’t allow the 
colored print to soak in water too long

If you are having a party at your house 
and many of the guests do not know how 
to reach your home, draw a pen-and-ink 
road map, copy it on a high contrast 
process film, and print it with a picture 
of your house on a post card.

Perhaps you are interested in making 
post cards to sell. If so, you may be able 
to earn a tidy amount of cash. At first, 
however, you ought to produce cards that 
have broad interest. Scenic and oddity 
shots are ideal material to begin with. 
But be sure the technical quality of your 
work is top-notch: sharp, brilliant, full- 
scale prints are a “must” if you expect 
to sell them. 

Look through your negative files for 
material you shot in the past and which

can be used to start you in this project. 
There are undoubtedly many places of 
scenic beauty near your home which you 
can record with your camera and then 
print as post cards. You seldom have to 
go far afield to get such shots. Local re- 
sorts and near-by historic places of in- 


terest that attract many visitors from 
other parts of the country are perfect 
spots for your post card camera work. 


People who come to these places very 
often do not own a camera, and are eager 
to get a picture of the scenic spot. 
Photographs that include sky should be 
made with a filter and panchromatic film. 
A medium-yellow or light-green filter 
will put tone in the sky, record clouds, 
lighten foliage, and in general be useful 
for making any good outdoor shot. 
There are two ways to approach post 
card production with possible sales in 
mind. Making the prints in your own 
darkroom is economical for small quan- 
tities. Or you can farm out the print 
making to a commercial finishing plant 
that will turn out cards in larger quan- 
tities if you need them. If you do your 
own printing by contact and want to cap- 
tion your post cards with the name of the 
subject or location shown, you can do 
your lettering in India ink on the clear 
film base of the negative. Or you can

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letter with “opaque,” a retouching sub- 
stance which is easily removed by soak- 
ing in water. You may prefer the latter 
if you want to use a post card negative 
for some other purpose. If by chance 
you go into post card production on a 
large scale, the finishing plants that will 
handle your work can strip in titles that 
have been set in printer’s type, copied, 
and made a part of the post card negative. 

The surest market for your photographic 
post cards will be souvenir stores, gift 
shops, drug, and stationery stores. Some 
stores will buy cards outright. Others 
may want to handle them on consignment 
—that is, you supply them with the cards 
and are paid as the cards are sold, the 
store first deducting its profit. 

Keep looking for unusual subjects that 
have wide appeal. If your shots are out- 
standing, send samples of them with let- 
ters to souvenir stores near the places 
where you made your picture to see if 
you can build up a portion of your busi- 
ness by mail. 

Cards also can be sold to local mer- 
chants for advertising. These shop keep- 
ers will find that photographic post cards 
will pull more orders than other forms of 
direct-mail solicitation. A service station 
may want to publicize a new grease rack. 
Get people in the photograph and have 
them doing something other than staring 
at the camera. A women’s apparel shop 
may want to advertise a line of dresses. 
Keep your eyes open for local models who 
can pose for such shots. Remember, there 
is hardly a business in your community 
that cannot use photographic post cards. 

To make your post card business really 
profitable, you have to build up a clien- 
tele that will reorder cards from you. To 
insure yourself against the possibility 
that people who buy your cards may for- 
get from whom they purchased them, add 
your name and address on the message 
side of your product with a one-line, 
small-type rubber stamp that reads 
“Made by...” In preparing cards for 
commercial use be sure they are no 
larger than 3'2x51!2 inches or you may 
receive complaints from customers who 
will have to pay more postage for cards 
bigger than the standard size prescribed 
by postal regulations. 

Remember that whether you make 
photographic post cards for correspond- 
ence purposes, for social organizations to 
which you belong, or for profit, you can 
have fun doing this type of work and at 
the same time please your friends or 
make extra spending money for your- 


self.—™ 


RELETTERING PHOTO EQUIPMENT 
Letters, numerals, and other markings 
on lenses, shutters, thermometers, and 
the like usually are stamped in and the 
depressions filled with black, red, or 
white enamel. When the enamel wears 
off, it is easy to replace so it looks just 
like new. Use a small brush, or even a 
toothpick, and apply the proper color 
enamel across the entire surface. Let it 
set for a few minutes, then wipe off with 
a clean cloth. The color will remain in 
the markings, and when it is dry, you 
have a very professional looking job.—

Self-Rating System for Clubs 
Suggested by PSA Committee 


A system whereby camera clubs and 
their officers can ascertain how their or- 
ganizations stack up in comparison with 
other groups has been devised by the 
Camera Club Committee of the Photo- 
grahic Society of America, and is de- 
scribed in detail in the February, 1949, 
issue of the PSA Journal. Based on such 
factors as attendance, paid-up dues, con- 
duct of meetings, age of club, publicity, 
participation in competitions, and cour- 
tesy to guest speakers, the analysis shows 
that an average club rates 60 points, with 
2 “good” club averaging between 61 and 
90 points. According to a PSA survey, if 
your club has a rating of 30 points or 
less, a need for new officers is indicated. 
A handy measuring-stick of this kind has 
been needed for some time, and it is rec- 
ommended that all clubs avail themselves 
of it without delay.

Jon Abbot, the well-known New York 
illustrator, has a cosmetic-photography 
fetish. From hair to heels is his province. 
And he has long been intrigued by the 
wide compositional latitude that is per- 
mitted by a pellicle mirror—one which 
has silver applied to the front of the 
glass instead of the back in order to 
avoid distortion and refraction. That 
briefly is the ‘‘why'’ of this month's POP- 
ULAR PHOTOGRAPHY cover 

Here's how it happened 

Gretchen North, an up-and-coming 
model who has been equally famous in 
the past as a singer, dramatic actress, 
and long-distance swimmer, recently 
came into the Jon Abbot studio on an 
assignment for a famous hair cosmetic. 
Abbot was so intrigued by the magnifi- 
cence and texture of Miss North's coif- 
fure that, following the assignment, he 
planned an additional composition that

would emphasize her hair and include 
only enough face to indicate personality 
The use of a pellicle mirror in the picture 
area just below the model's chin was a 
direct and simple answer to the problem. 
But it was used only after a more com- 
plicated setup, including the use of a 
second mirror suspended from the ceil- 
ing, had turned out impractical 

The unusual point-of-view and the nec- 
essary depth of field were obtained by 
placing the camera—an 8x!I0 Ansco View 
—high with the axis of the |6-in. Goerz 
Dagor f/7.7 lens at a 45-degree angle to 
the mirror. The model was posed close 
to one of the studio walls in a standing 
position and her head was gently rested 
on top of the mirror which was sup- 
ported, parallel to the floor, on a pair 
of built-up saw horses. The dark red 
frame enclosing the model's golden-yel- 
low hair was formed by draping a length 
of red velvet on the studio wall behind 
her head as it appeared on the camera's 
groundglass and then placing a second 
length of the same material on the mirror 
surface, to enclose the reflected head 
image as the latter appeared on the 
groundglass. 

In the interest of needed depth of field, 
Abbot stopped down to f/22, which 
called for an exposure of two seconds on 
8x10 Kodak Ektachrome Type B film under 
the lighting employed. His illumination 
was simple: a 1,000-w mainlight almost 
directly overhead and slightly in front of 
the model, and a diffused 1|,000-w flood 
on a level with the horizontal mirror and 
placed close to the camera stand 

While composing and lighting this sub- 
ject, the photographer kept visualizing 
the unusual end-result. Before the proc- 
essed transparency was in his hands, he 
had decided to submit it as an editorial 
""showcase"’ item instead of offering it 
as an advertising illustration. POPULAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY is the happy beneficiary 
of this decision.

The top prize winners were A. Aubrey 
Bodine, photographic director of the Bal- 
timore Sun Magazine, and China-born 
Wellington Lee, operator of a laundry in 
the Bronx. The difficulty PopuLarR PHo- 
TOGRAPHY had in finding Lee—the result 
of an eptic comedy of errors—was played 
up in the press across the nation. The 
widely publicized complication was a fac- 
tor in bringing the bewildered Lee to ten 
television network shows and numerous 
radio and newspaper interviews in the 
first week of the exhibit.

At the press preview in New York, 
Staats Cotsworth, known to millions of 
radio listeners as “Casey” on CBS’s 
“Crime Photographer” performed yeoman 
service in helping B. G. Davis, president 
of the Ziff-Davis Publishing Company, 
which publishes “PopuLAR PHOTOGRAPHY, 
to present the prizes symbolically. To 
Bodine and Lee went their trophies—and 
to the others announcements were made 
of the certificates of award and placques.

sunken rotunda—set off by wide tangen- 
tial corridors which provided additional 
exhibition area for the prize photos— 
gave breadth and scope to the spectacle.

The 
walls of these stairways were lined with 
many of the pictures which were judged 
best of the nearly 52,000 entered from 
every state and territory of the United 
States and from 24 foreign countries in 
this, the largest-scale contest in camera 
history.

The negative may then be 
held under a gently flowing stream of tap 
water to rinse it free of surface hypo. 
From this point on, the procedure will 
depend on the type of enlarger negative 
carrier that is to be used in printing. In 
general, there are three ways in which 
printing from a wet negative may be ac- 
complished satisfactorily. These are: 


1. By wiping all the excess surface 





Glycerin will prevent the negative from drying out when 
held between glass. 


Make sure that no air bubbles remain.

in a glassless negative carrier, such as is 
used for most condenser-type enlargers.

The negative may be wiped with a 
squeegee or sponge or chamois. The im- 
portant thing to keep in mind is that 
while the negative emulsion is in a swol- 
len condition, it is extremely subject to 
abrasions, so treat it carefully. Be sure 
that the sponge or whatever is used to 
wipe it is free of all dirt and grit that 
may scratch the soft emulsion. Also, in- 
spect the wiped emulsion surface for any 
pieces of lint or tiny particles of chamois 
or sponge, for, if present, they will be re- 
corded as white specks on the print. One 
final precaution for this method—do not 
leave the negative in the enlarger too 
long, because the warm, humid atmos- 
phere may cause reticulation. 

2. By making a “glycerin sandwich” if 
the negative carrier has a top and bottom 
glass. A film of glycerin is flooded over 
the bottom glass of the carrier and the 
wet negative placed on it, emulsion side 
down in the usual manner. The top glass 
is also given a glycerin coating and is 
placed on top of the negative. The im- 
portant factor here is to be sure that no 
air bubbles are present in the sandwich 
since they will show in the print. Ad- 
mittedly, this is a somewhat messy pro- 
cedure but it has the advantage of per-

Sketching with 
Your Camera 
(Continued from page 49) 


now that are suitable for making photo 
sketches. By comparing the “before and 
after” versions of the girl’s protrait that 
appears at the start of this article you 
can get a pretty good idea of what to ex- 
pect. In this case soft, flat lighting was 
employed—a good rule to follow. When 
taking a portrait outside, an overcast sky 
producing a small amount of shadow or 
none at all gives the best results. For in- 
door portraiture, use a soft front light 
that is well diffused. As you light your 
subject, try to picture in your mind what 
the effect will be when the gray tones are 
all reduced to black and white. Avoid 
harsh shadows; there will be enough of 
them when the work is done. While a 
more nearly true idea of the finished re- 
sult can be obtained by employing more 
contrasty lighting, since the visual effect 
will be more like the final picture, it is 
better to use low-contrast lighting for the 
picture. All tones lighter than some par- 
ticular shade of gray will go white, and 
all darker will go black—but it is better 
to let this effect build up as you go along 
rather than to try to force it into the 
original negative with contrasty lighting. 
By working this way you let the natural 
configuration of the subject’s face be the 
determining factor, rather than the place- 
ment of a single light. As you become 
more familiar with the process through 
working with it, you will learn how to 
control the result. A great deal depends 
on the photographer's individual tech- 
nique in exposure and development of 
paper negatives and positives. 

Landscapes are easier to handle in this 
manner, and the pictures of houses that 
appear with this article demonstrate what 
can be done. Here a problem was to get 
separation between roof and sky, to show 
the outline of the house clearly and make 
it easily identifiable. This was accom- 
plished, in one case, by shooting at a time 
when the light was flat and the roof went 
dark. In another case the light was con- 
trasty, and the roof went white so that 
it blended in with the sky. The effect 
was confused further because the shad- 
ows of branches, falling on the roof, ap- 
peared very similar to the branches 
themselves 

Potential pitfalls like these add a chal- 
lenge to the appeal of this type of pho- 
tography and make it even more satisfy- 
ing to watch a final positive print come 
up in the developer and discover that it 
looks just right. As you gain more knowl- 
edge of the process and how it works, 
you will develop an eye for seeing how 
a given scene would look in simple black 
and white. You will learn to look for 
strong lines and masses in pictorial sub- 
ject matter—things that can survive this 
harsh treatment without falling to pieces, 
objects that are interesting in form and 
outline and don’t depend on texture and 
fine detail. You can’t hope to show mi- 
nute detail by this process. It simply isn’t 
designed for that. What isn’t lost along 
with the middle tones is likely to become

Once you have these elements at hand, 
you will be set for an interesting dark- 
room session as you try for yourself this

"Must you be so fussy 
about composition?” 
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Care Saves Paper 


Opening a box of photographic paper 
is an elementary darkroom operation, but 
it is surprising how often people are 
careless. A little caution will save both 
time and money. Before opening any 


package of film or paper, always check 











as a ill: 


Slit binding seals with a razor blade 
or knife, taking care not to damage the 
box, as it will be used to store paper. 





Protecting flap is made by slitting the 
black wrapper across the width of the box 
two inches from the end and folding back. 





Paper is now removed as needed, al- 
though caution is still necessary, since the 
first sheets sometimes fit tightly in the box. 





After removing the paper, fold the flap 
back into place as a precaution against 
accidents, then carefully replace cover. 


to be sure it is not sensitive to the safe- 
light you are using at the moment; simi- 
larly, when replacing the cover of the 
box, make sure it’s on securely before 
turning on the white light.—R. D. Etter, 
Little Rock, Arkansas.

A back- 
sround of life and experience precedes 
the day when photography is taken up 
as an avocation, and it is not surprising 
that this background is carried over into 
the hobby. While it is true that this is 
an excellent “escape” medium, it is also 
true that to speak with sincerity and con- 
viction it is desirable not to escape too 
far from reality and experience. This is 
somewhat like the case of a writer of 
fiction who must know something of the 
background against which he places his 
characters and even more of the personal 
traits of his people if they are to behave 
in a normal fashion. If one wishes to 
write with about unfamiliar 
surroundings or people, it is necessary to 
have done a great deal of research to ac- 
quire the necessary understanding. Pho- 
tography can be much like this in many 
respects.

unevenly. If the bare bulb is fired off the 
camera and on an extension in front of 
the lens, it should be placed behind a 
shield—a tree, rock, or even one of your 
subjects. Also the diaphragm should be 
opened an extra stop or two if flash is 
used with a reflector. 

One picture that everyone will want 
to add to his negative file is that of a 
fireworks display. The procedure is very 
simple for making this kind of shot. The 
camera is focused on infinity, set on a 
sturdy tripod, and pointed into the air 
where most of the display is taking place. 
The diaphragm is stopped to f/8 or f/11 
and the shutter set on “Time” or “Bulb” 
and opened while the sky is dark. Wait 
for two or three bursts of fireworks, and 
then close the shutter. If you try to 
record too many bursts on one negative, 
you will spoil the effect as the patterns 
will begin to overlap. 

Before experimenting with night pho- 
tography, it will be well for you to keep 
in mind the four rules of exposure: (1) 
too much is better than too little; (2) 
when in doubt, make several different 
shots; (3) keep any supplementary light- 
ing as realistic as possible; and (4) keep 
your pictures simple—the essence of any 
good shot. 


Development 

you probably has his own pet 
developer, yet night photography is a 
specialized field and a few factors must 
be taken into consideration. Always re- 
member, when you get ready to process 
film, that you have been shooting high 
contrast scenes. Therefore, choose a soft 
working developer. No matter which one 
you decide to use, you should process 


your film for about one third less time 
than is recommended by the manufac- 
turer for ordinary daylight exposures. 
This procedure also will help soften the 
range of tones. 


Printing 

The actual printing of your night shots 
should not be difficult if you do some 
thinking before you click the shutter. 
Almost any type of paper will do. There 
may be times, however, when you will 
have to use a softer than normal grade 
if your negative contrast is too great. To 
give your night shots a pictorial effect, 
try toning them blue. But be sure not 
to make the prints too dark or contrasty, 
since toners tend to intensify prints. 

Special Effects 

Once you have mastered the technique 
of taking after-dark pictures, you will 
undoubtedly become even more ambi- 
tious and start wondering how you can 
add effects to your photographs which a 
camera will not normally record at night. 
Many of you may be interested in adding 
stars or searchlights to your sky. Then 
again you may be romantically inclined 
and want to fake in a moon. 

All of these effects can be achieved 
with a little ingenuity. Stars and moons 
may be created by merely piercing holes, 
of the size and shape you desire, in a 
large piece of cardboard. Place a light 
on one side of your cutout and your 
camera on the other. Then by making a 
shot of this setup, you can expose a piece 
of film which may be superimposed on 
any suitable night picture when you get 
ready to print it. Stars also can be cre- 
ated with the use of a flashlight. Have 
someone stand a little distance away from 
you, holding this handy gadget. A series 
of short exposures of the light will create 
“stars” on your film. 


These may be 
added to the original negative by the 
double-exposure technique, or exposed

arranged so that their images will occupy 
about the same area of the screen, and 
adjusted so that the images will be about 
the same brightness. And fourth, it is de- 
sirable to have a switch that will turn 
one projector on and the other off, and 
vice-versa. These four simple require- 
ments are not beyond the abilities and 
financial range of most movie camera en- 
thusiasts. Certainly the results obtained 
will give the maximum in entertainment 
value to home programs. 

Now let’s review each of the four re- 
quirements in more detail. Either 8 or 16- 
mm movie cameras can be used in con- 
junction with any still camera which pro- 
duces a transparency that can be pro- 
jected. For economy, the 35-mm and 
Bantam-size cameras are best. However, 
that does not rule out the 2'%4x2'%4 and 
larger film sizes if you have the equip- 
ment to project them. It should be re- 
membered that best results are always 
obtained with color film, and therefore 
cost is important to most of us. It may 
seem like an odd combination, but I ac- 
tually use 8-mm movies, and, of all things, 
project 314x4 still pictures, both in color. 
More rational equipment would be 8-mm 
movie and 35-mm still equipment. 

If you are a hardy photographer, you 
may be able to take both movie and still 


pictures all by yourself (and, incidentally, 


carry all the equipment). If you’re a 
good salesman, you should be able to 
“talk” an assistant into carrying some of 
the gear. On the other hand, a team of 
photographers, yourself and a friend, or 
yourself and your wife or husband, as the 
case may be, can take movie and still 
pictures with minimum trouble and effort. 
Such a team can photograph the same 
scene simultaneously with both cameras 
from the same angle and viewpoint. In- 
teresting variations can be worked out by 
using the movie camera to photograph 
the movement, the still camera to photo- 
graph the scene as a whole. 

For instance, on a fishing trip, the still 
camera is unexcelled for picturing the 
river or lake, the sky and the fisherman 
in his true environment; the movie cam- 
era can be used to show the action dur- 
ing a battle with a bass or trout, or may- 
be (if luck holds true to form) to show 
just casting, casting, casting, to convey 
the idea of fishing. Then, after the fish is 
caught, the still camera can show its de- 
tailed beauty better than the movie. 
Again, the portrait of a person can be 
made very life-like if a short movie of the 
subject is projected showing him doing 
something, perhaps lighting his pipe or 
reading a paper, followed by a still por- 
trait with all the detailed advantages of 
a still portrait, followed, in turn, by a 
final few seconds of movie. Obviously, 
this is much more work, but it is worth 
the extra effort. 

The second requirement is good edit- 
ing. Actually editing movies and stills

1. Wherever possible alternate close-up, 
medium, and long shots. This adds vari- 
ety and eliminates monotony. The still 
pictures can be fitted into the movies just 
aS a movie scene is placed where it fits 
best. You need not make elaborate in- 
structions for yourself; fit the stills into 
their place so that they will appear to be- 
long there. 

2. Arrange all scenes in their logical 
order, try to progress from one thing to 
another, and don’t return to a previous 
scene unless it fits into the story you are 
trying to tell. 

3. Whenever possible, vary the pace of 
the program by varying the length of 
scenes. But make each important scene 
long enough to allow the viewers to get a 
good look at it. Let me give an example: 
I like to illustrate “traveling” by showing 
a series of gasoline pumps of various 
hues, shapes, sizes, and from many differ- 
ent angles, in rapid sequence; this estab- 
lishes a rapid pace. On the other hand, 
a series of slowly panned scenes, lasting 
ten or twelve seconds, perhaps with an 
actor walking leisurely through the scene, 
establishes a slow, peaceful pace. Your 
still pictures can be manipulated in the 
same fashion: by projecting several in 
rapid succession or several leisurely, the 
desired pace can be set. 

The third requirement for projection 
of both movies and stills have a 
set of movie and still projectors that give 
images of the same size and brightness. 
If you are buying projectors, you will be 
able to get matching lenses. Most of you

These were 
eft on their respective lenses without 
their retaining rings. I also bought one 
adapter ring insert” of the same series 
normally used for a combination of lens 
ittachments). The filter was placed in 
this adapter ring insert and held in place 
with one of the adapter retaining rings. 
[he other was set aside and not used. In 
ise, the adapter ring insert, with filter 
nside, is changed quickly from one lens 
o another by screwing in and out of the 
idapter rings left on the lenses. More 
than two can be used.—George Carlson, 
Chicago, Ill.

Somstiees it’s a problem to hang a wall 
type projection screen. I made a simple 
hanger for my screen out of two strips of 
wood, two screw hooks, a picture hook, 
and a bolt and wing nut. There is no 
need to mar a wall with supporting hooks 
or nails and it can be used in any room 
with a picture molding. 

The wood piece holding the screen is 
115” wide, of 12” stock, and a little longer 
than the distance between the eyelets on 
the screen case. Two screw hooks on the 
wood piece accommodate these eyelets. 

The hooking arm or upright should be 
of thinner wood, and to one end fasten 
an ordinary molding picture hook. One 
end of this hook should be straightened 








out, two small holes drilled in it, and the 
hook screwed to the upright so that the 
free end can be hooked on the picture 
molding or cove near the ceiling. The 
lower end of the upright is held to the 
wooden cross arm with a short bolt and 
wing nut, allowing it to be swung parallel 
with the cross arm for easy storage. This 
bolt head should be on the side facing 
the wall when in use and counter-sunk to 
prevent scratching the wall. Thus the 
single upright illustrated enables the 
screen to be hung low enough and can be 
folded readily alongside the cross arm 
when not in use.—George Carlson, Chi-
